State Highway Commission, was 
the prime contractor on the sec- 
tion of the expressway from Lo- 
cust street to Tenth and Mound 
streets.

This encouragement, it was 
made plain, was based not on 
the substance of what Khrush- 
chev said, for he in no way mod- 
ified Soviet policy, but on the 
calmer tone in which he repeat- 
ed now familiar charges against 
the United States.

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‘Spy in Sky’ Satellites Confront 
World With New Space Questions 


Tiros and Midas Indi- 
cate Problems to Come: 
Should U.N Be Given 
Control? Are Interna- 
tional Laws Required?

WASHINGTON, May 28. 


THE UNITED STATES now has 
two “‘spy” satellites in the sky, 
even though the U-2 is no longer go- 
ing to fly over the Soviet Union. 
Neither one is of very great value 
today but both are a portent of 
things to. come. 

The world faces many problems 
due to the use of outer space for 
passive military purposes. Should 
the United Nations control such 
operations in the interest of a uni- 
versal ‘‘open skies’’ surveillance? 
Is a new body of international law 
required to control the use of space 
beyond the atmosphere? Should 
any nation be allowed to use outer 
space for military purposes and 
convert space into a battleground 
of spy satellites, and anti-satellite 
missiles? 

Unless some control is agreed upon, 
space will become a battleground of -satel- 
lites and anti-satellites. The Czech radio 
warned March 9 against such spies in 


space and declared that they would #ad 
to “defensive countermeasures.” 


THERE HAS BEEN some anticipation 
of these problems and various proposals 
have been made for international control 
of space.- Senator Henry M. Jackson 
(Dem:), Washington, said in an address to 
the Senate May. 19 that he had written 
to President Eisenhower recommending 
that ‘“‘we offer to place our reconnaissance 
satellites at the service of the United 
Nations as a part of an international pro- 
gram designed to prevent nuclear Pearl 
Harbors for any nation.” 

Senator Lyndon B. Johnson (Dem.), 
Texas, told the Senate May 25 that the 
United States should launch a crash pro- 
gram to develop a reconnaissance satellite 
and, once it is in orbit, “‘offer in good 
faith to turn over the information it would 


‘get to the United Nations.” 


‘ The following day, Senator Hubert M. 
Humphrey (Dem.), Minnesota, made the 
same suggestion, recalling that he had 
first made such a proposal in 1958. 


The sudden interest in spy satellites is 
a reaction to the withdrawal of the U-2 
high-altitude airplane from its recon- 
naissance and photographic missions. It 
had performed superbly for four years, 
photographing, mapping and locating 
radar sites, while the Russians fumed 
helplessly, 


Hope is the prime basis for these pro- 
posals for, in truth, reliable and effective 
spy satellites are years away. The Tiros 
meteorological satellite, launched April 1, 
had two carheras, one of low resolution 
covering 640,000 square miles and one of 
high resolution covering 6400 square miles. 

Tiros was to photograph cloud cover for 
weather prediction purposes and report 
back, to.a ground station on command by 
television. From this standpoint Tiros I 
can be.called a success; it performed ini- 
tially as had been hoped. Later it became 
impossible to command the high resolution 
camera.. The power source was limited 
and was not expected to last. 


TIROS II will be launched later this year. 
In addition to two cameras, it will carry 
infrared radiation sensors. The Tiros satel- 
lites have no value for photographing mili- 
tary positions. Their principal usefulness 
is to locate potential storms over the At- 
lantic &nd Pacific oceans where weather 
observation stations are not established. 


Tiros will be replaced by the Nimbus 
series, with one launch about every six 
months for the next five years. A more 
powerful launcher will be used to place a 
650-pound payload into an orbit 600 miles 
above the earth. The Nimbus will have a 
life expectancy of from three to six months 
and will carry a much more varied instru- 
ment load than the Tiros. 


The first effort to launch a Midas (mis- 
sile defense alarm system) satellite was 
made Feb. 26. Apparently the second stage 
did not ignite and the launching was a 
failure. 


The second Midas was launched at Cape 
Canaveral May 24. It went into an orbit of 
between 400 and 500 miles above the earth. 
It has not sent back, on command from the 

any information about its sensings. 

Rape. is the infrared alarm system that 

is supposed to give 30 minutes warning of 
a ballistic missile attack. Launched by an 
Atlas booster with an Agena B second-stage, 
the payload of Midas is almost 3000 pounds. 
It circles the earth every 92 to 98 minutes. 


THE PROBLEM of Midas is to distin- 
guish the heat of a blast furnace, a large 
fire, or a burning natural gas blowoff from 
the heat of a missile launching. This is 
not simple. It requires that the infrared 
sensors be able to distinguish between the 
infrared rays given off in the atmosphere 
from heat sources on the ground and those 
emitted by the rocket exhaust when the 
rocket is above the atmosphere. 

This is the kind of problem that scientists 
will solve eventually, but all Midas can do 
is to locate a source of heat. It cannot 
trace it nor give any indication of the 
direction in which the missile is going. It

cannot distinguish between a 
launching and a missile launching. 


Furthermore, Midas will be over a 
launching area for only about four minutes 
and the burning of.a missile exhaust above 
the atmosphere will not last more than two 
or three minutes. 


Since a single Midas would have little 
chance of picking up missile launchings, 
the system will require 24 to 30 Midas 
satellites operating all the time in care- 
fully arranged orbits. 


Midas, like: some of our other early 
developments, has been oversold. Dr. 
Herbert F. York, in testimony March 10, 
said: ‘‘With respect to Midas, I would like 
to say that it is an especially difficult 
program. I do.not concur in the estimates 
on dates that one often hears from the 
people in the program. Midas, I believe, 
unless we have remarkable good luck, is 
a (deleted) system.” (About 10 years of 
development is indicated.) 


SAMOS is a photographic satellite sys- 
tem. Its first test is planned for late this 
year. Like Midas, ‘its: possibilities. are exag- 
gerated. Jackson told the Senate May 19: 
“Senators are’ no doubt familiar with the 
revolutionary im of the reconnais- 
sance satellite. It will be equipped with 
cameras of incredible precision and: other 


satellite 


information-gathering and transmitting in- 
struments. As an information-gathering 
device, it will ultimately compare in effi- 
ciency to.the U-2 as.a modern airplane com- 
pares to Kitty Hawk.” 

The. camera and the controls on the U-2, 
for taking pictures from 15 miles up, 
weighed .325 pounds with the lens alone 
weighing 75 pounds. ._To get equal defini- 
tion from 300 miles would require. a camera 
with. a focal length 20 times as great as 
that of the U-2 camera. What the weight 
will be is difficult to estimate. 

The. U-2- took pictures on a roll of film. 
Samos must not only take pictures, but 
develop them and, on command from the 
ground, send them back by television. 

Any photographic amateur can under- 
stand the problem of definition with a pic- 
ture taken at 300 miles distance from the 
object photographed. A solution other than 
the straight optical method is indicated and 


is being worked out. In this device, the 
light transmitted by the camera lens is 
magnified by electronic means, much as a 
weak radio signal is magnified some mil- 
lions of times in a radio or TV set to pro- 
duce sound and picture. 


This, like the problems of Midas, is a 
problem that will be solved some time, 
but not overnight. A lot of 
must be invented and it is hard to invent 
on schedule.. An optinslatic operational 
date is 1965. 


Samos, by June 30, will have cost, or 
money will have been committed, in the 
amount of $300,000,000. No figures are 
available as to the cost of the. payload. 
The. Atlas-Agena booster will cost. about 
$6,000,000.. But this booster is too small 
for the ultimate type of Samos, which will

WHILE THE INFLUENTIAL Senate Foreign Relations Committée 
is guardedly exposing the blunders that_gave Russian ‘Premier Khrusic- 
chev his excuse for wrecking the summit conference, a smaller Senate 
group is continuing its long-planned study for guidance’ of the next Presiv 


dent in forming and implementing American foreign policy. 


’ The lesser known group is the five-man 
subcommittee on national policy. machin- 
ery of the Government Operations Com- 
mittee. Its chairman is Democrat Henry M. 
Jackson of Washington, who said this week 
that the subcommittee would recommend 
“sweeping changes” to meet the funda- 
mental problem of Western survival: “‘How 
can a free society organize to out-think, 
out-plan and out-perform totalitarianismi— 
and achieve security in freedom?” 


THE FOREIGN Relations Committee’s 
ad hoc inquiry is limited to events leading 
up to the collapse of the Big Four meet- 
ing, including the U-2 overflight of Soviet 
territory. Timely and exploratory, it is di- 
rected at personalities and personal re- 
sponsibilities rather than policy-making 
and policy-implementing procedures. The 
testimony. compels headlines here and 
abroad. The disclosures will become is- 
sues in the presidential campaign. 

The Jackson subcommittee _investiga- 
tion, begun last year, covers the entire 
range of national security. As its title 
denotes, it is confined to ‘“‘machinery,’’ 
despite the fact that personalities, their 
capacities and shortcomings, are an inte- 
gral part of any constructive examination 
of management of governmental organiza- 
tions, including the presidential staff.

Germany a Trigger--Kither Russia or West Might Pull It |

WASHINGTON, May. 28. 

THIS COUNTRY will shortly have a 
visitor who figures in more ways than one 
in the delicate balance between cold peace, 
cold war and hot war prevailing in Europe 
today. 

Franz-Josef Strauss, the West German 
defense minister, is arriving June 7, 0s- 
tensibly for a periodic military briefing 
and inspection of military installations 
around the country. But the dynamic 
Strauss, who has become a principal tar- 
get of Soviet attack, will have other and 
perhaps more important business. 


SHORT, THICKSET with seemingly un- 
quenchable energy and drive, Strauss at 
46 is on the rise. He would like to estab- 
lish his identity with Americans as one 
destined sooner or later, and sooner if he 
can manage it, to be chancellor of the 
Federal Republic. As he tours military 
installations, Strauss, whose command of 
English is excellent, can be counted on for 
the kind of interviews that will get head- 
lines. 

What underscores his visit at this 
particular moment is the new and critical 
importance of Germany and Berlin in the 
East-West equation. The struggle has been 
deferred for how long no one can say. 
But in the interval there will certainly be 
pressures to strengthen the military posi- 
tion of the West and those pressures both 
within NATO and in the Pentagon may fit 
neatly into Strauss’s ambitions. 

What pecomes more and more clear 
is that Germany is the trigger. The 
trigger can be pulled by the Soviet Union 
by signing a .separate peace treaty 
with East Germany and taking action 
to try to squeeze out the Western mili- 


tary garrisons. What is not so clear is that 
the West can also pull this trigger by 
pushing one of several measures in con- 
nection with Germany’s rearmament. 
No. 1 on the list is equipping the new 
German force with nuclear weapons. The So- 
viet fear of such a move is agreed by most 
experts to be genuine and acute. It goes 
deeper than the 
propaganda attacks 
which paint Ade- 
nauer’s Germany as 
the villain of the last 
war and the archi- 
tect of the next one. 
In his most emotion- 
al outbursts, Pre- 
mier Khrushchev in- 
variably reverts to 
the great losses that 
Russia endured in 
World War II. 
There are nuclear 
weapons on German 
soil today, but they 
are held by Ameri- 
can troops stationed 
in‘Germany. The 
seven and a half 
German divisions 
currently in being— 
the goal is 12—have 
been given Ameri- 
can rockets for 
training purposes, 
but these rockets 
could be used with 
conventional as well as nuclear warheads. 
In the past, Strauss has said that it 
would be foolish for Germany to agreé in 
advance to forswear nuciear weapons since 
NATO planning might call for their use by 
components making up the NATO force. 
Recently Gen. Lauris Norstad, NATO su- 
preme commander, sent up a trial balloon 
by proposing a combined NATO force pos- 
sessing nuclear weapons on their own. ths

FRANZ-JOSEF STRAUSS 


was quickly shot down by the Joint Con- 
gressional Atomic Committee which has 
been unwilling to consider changing the 
law requiring that nuclear weapons be held 
in American hands, even when they are at 
bases on foreign soil. 

But Strauss is determined and resource- 
ful. Under an annex of the Treaty of Paris, 
Germany cannot en- 
gage in the produc- 
tion of atomic, bac- 
teriological or 
chemical weapons. 
France is develop- 
ing its own nuclear 
deterrent -° and 
France and Ger- 
~many are closely 
allied. 

In another depart- 
ment — politics — 
Strauss’s visit is 
also important. Ger- 
many will hold na- 
tion- wide elections 
in September of 
1961. Chancellor 
Adenauer and his 
Christian Democrats 
will pitch their cam- 
paign on the 
strength of NATO 
and, above all, on 
the close _ relation- 
ship with the United 
States. This is the 
card that the 84- 
year-old Chancellor has invariably played 
and with good reason, since about four 
billion dollars of American economic aid 
has gone into rebuilding the German 
economy. 


The concern in Bonn is that the identity 
of the Federal Republic is so wrapped up 
in Adenauer that, when he leaves the 
scene, there will be a feeling the republic 
itself has come to an end. Strauss is 


being advanced as the new gerieration, 


ready to take the torch from “Der Alte” 
and carry. on in the same tradition of 
strength and unyielding opposition to the 
Soviets, - . 

Conceivably .the cn could wait. 
for the German elections before taking 
any irrevocable step on ‘West Berlin. 
They might hope—a vain — it would 
seem—for some change in ow grag: 


could be easily jarred. 

In a way not immediately evident, West 
Germany, as America’s most ‘ready and 
willing ally, has been given a new impor- 
tance in the aftermath of the summit. The 
public disclosure that the U-2 flights had 
been made over a period of years has sent 
a shock reaction through the nations 
around the Soviet periphery, in which 
America has bases. 

THERE WILL be far greater reluctance 
in the future to let this country use those 
bases for whatever purposes we may 
choose. Norway, Pakistan, Turkey and 
Iran all have come under savage attack 
from the Soviet Union for allegédly per- 
mitting espionage flights from their soil.

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Mr. K in the Campaign 

Is Nikita Khrushchev going to dominate 
this country’s presidential campaign? It would 
be most unfortunate if the country allowed 
him to do so. Yet there is already a tendency 
in this direction, as the eruption of partisan 
debate on the Senate floor early last week in- 
dicated.

At the “harmony” meeting with congres- 
sional léaders preceding thé opening of the 
Senate inquiry into the summit collapse, Mr, 
Eisenhower furthermore agreed with Senator 
Fulbright that Democrats and’ Republicans 
should stop accusing each other of being soft 
on Communism, and quit competing to prove 
how tough they could be in dealing with the 
Russians. That.is-excellent advice. Will the 


two parties take if, especially when the cam- | 


paign reaches high temperature? —

The answer really depends upon the Ameri- 
can people. If they agree that the only at- 
tribute needed in. dealing with the Soviets is 
an intransigent “toughness,” then inevitably 
every candidate will try to prove that he quaili- 
fies in this respect. But if the voters take a 
broader view, if they conclude’ that American 
leadership needs not only firmness but under- 
standing, not only the ability to say No but 
the creative capacity to fashion settlements 
to which both sides can say Yes, then the 
story. may be different. 

It is easy enough to express willingness to 
negotiate, but the statement is meaningless 
if one has no idea of how to negotiate a 
settlement. The nation is urgently in need 
of ideas, for example, on what to do about 
the most critical problem dividing East and 
West, that of Berlin. There is no point in sit- 
ting at a table with the Russians to talk about 
Berlin if our only policy is blind adherence 
to the status quo. Unless we have some no- 
tion of a reasonable settlement that would 
protect the interests of both sides, why nego- 
tiate? It should be the function of the presi- 
dential campaign to encourage, rather than 
to throttle, the origin and discussion of such 
ideas. 

.When Senator Dirksen was trying to prove 
to the Senate last week that it was really 
Adlai Stevenson who had torpedoed the sum- 
mit conference, he quoted with oleaginous 
horror the report of an interview with Mr. 
Stevenson published in a Paris newspaper on 
the eve of the talks. The interview had taken 
place a month earlier, and Mr. Stevenson re- 
pudiated the report of it as inaccurate. But 
what was he reported as saying about Berlin 
that caused Senator Dirksen so much syn- 
thetic alarm? |

He was reported as saying that he would 
favor some concessions to Russia on the Ger- 
man problem in exchange for Soviet conces- 
sions that made possible a treaty to bar nu- 
clear tests; that a new agreement on Berlin 
should: be sought that would guarantee free 
access from West Germany; that in such cir- 
cumstances a reduction of allied forces at 
some future time could be hoped for; that in 
any event the present situation in Berlin can- 
not be maintained. 

Is there anything in all this to be shocked 
and dismayed about?. On. the contrary, .any- 


body who. started from the assumption that . 


an agreement on. Berlin is desirable would 
say something of the sort. It is essential that 
people with ideas on such matters should be 
encouraged to express them during the cam- 
paign, just as people who are opposed to ne- 
gotiation should express theirs. To close off 
discussion by shouting “appeaser” at anybody 
who favors peaceful settlements can only in- 
jure the American people. It is they who 
have a vital stake in a free and candid debate 
on foreign policy this year. 


Using the Press 


Washington reporters deserve being taken 
to task for allowing Herbert Klein to appear 
as alter ego to Vice President Nixon. This is 
an acceptable role for President Eisenhower’s 
press secretary, James C. Hagerty; Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s manifold duties make contacts with 
the press through a designated spokesman 
necessary and proper. The difference be- 
tween Mr. Hagerty and Mr. Klein is that Mr. 
Klein’s function is to promote the political 
fortunes of his boss, while that of Mr. Hager- 
ty is to channel information about the work- 
ings of the White House. 

Mr. Klein has gone so far as to adopt the 
royal “we.” . Thus, “we are looking into the 
situation,” Mr. Klein says, meaning, Mr. Nixon 
has told someone to check something. When 
reporters sought the Vice President’s views 
on how his political fortunes might be af: 
fected by the collapse of the summit talks, it 
was Mr. Klein who answered. When Senator 
Kennedy won a notable victory in the West 
Virginia primary, Mr. Klein broadcast figures 
to show Mr. Nixon was more popular than the 
Senator. 

Doubtless Mr. Klein, who is paid to deal 
with the press, is more readily available 
than Mr. Nixon. But Mr. Nixon is not so busy 
that he cannot speak for himself. His pur- 
pose, of course, is to use the press to gain his 
political objectives without assuming respon- 
sibility for the thoughts expressed through 
Mr. Klein.

They should demand that Mr. Nixon the can- 
didate speak for himself, on the record. The 
public is not much interested in the views 
of Mr. Klein. ; 


Courts With Open Doors 


In a five-to-four ruling, the United States 
Supreme Court has upheld a finding of crim- 
inal contempt made in a New York court- 
room from which the public had been ex- 
cluded. The defendant had refused to answer 
grand jury questions about possible violations 
of the Interstate Commerce Act after being 
advised that he would have immunity. 


The question before the Court was whether. 


he had been given the “public trial” guaran- 
teed by the Constitution in criminal matters. 
The majority denied the appeal primarily on 
the technical. ground that he had not asked 
that the public be admitted. Justice Black 
dissented on behalf of the minority which 
usually can be expected to take a broad view 
of civil rights: himself, Chief Justice Warren 
and Justices Douglas and Brennan. Black 
called the exclusion of spectators a “‘tech- 
nique which liberty-loving people have with 
great reason feared and hated in all ages.” 
Surely this view should prevail. 

Lawyers have the duty to assert the privi-

leges of clients, and there is some logic in 
denying on appeal a privilege not formally 
claimed at the trial. Yet there are certain 


fundamentals of democrati¢ justice for which - 


the court itself should be responsible if it is 
not to become suspect. And there,are few 
more likely sources of suspicion than closed 
doors. If an English policeman is expected 
to warn a prisoner against incriminating state- 
ments, an American judge under ordinary 
circumstances might be expected to keep his 
court open, whether requested to do so or not. 


For Pupils Not. Voters 

By a-margin of 19 votes, 208 to 189, the 
House of Representatives has passed a $1,- 
300,000,000, four-yéar federal school aid bill. 
Whether governmental help for the public 
schools finally becomes a reality, however, 
depends on the reconciliation of this bill with 
one adopted earlier by the Senate, not to men- 
tion the President’s signature. ° 

One barrier may be the new Powell amend- 
ment to the House bill. This would deny aid 
to any school which is in defiance of a court 
integration order. <A similar amendment, 
making desegregation a precondition for fed- 
eral assistance, blocked earlier school bills. 
Since the House accepted the present restric: 
‘tion, it may be acceptable to the Senate. Some’ 
of the Southerners, however, are sure to op- 
pose it. 

Another difference centers on money. The 
Senate «voted $1,800,000,000 for two years, 
stipulating that this could be used for the con- 
struction of school buildings and for teach- 
ers’ pay. The smaller House appropriation 
is for construction only. The House bill allo- 
cates money to the states on the basis of their 
school population while the Senate measure 
followed the Administration’s recommenda- 
tion that the money be distributed on the 
basis of need. In the end, the White House 
also may be influenced by the fact that most 
of the Democratic Representatives voted for 
the bill while most of the Republicans voted 
against it. , 

Some of these differences loom larger in an 
election year than they would otherwise. Yet 
the needs of our public schools are so great 
that it is to be hoped that Congress and the 
President at last will recognize federal respon- 
sibility, that they will have their eyes not on 
the voters but on the pupils of the nation. 


The First Reprisal : 

Although American economie aid to Cuba 
is small, the Administration decision to halt 
such aid in 180 days represents a shift in the 
“policy of patience” toward Fidel Castro. 

Until now the United States had done noth- 
ing and said nothing that could be interpreted 
as a reprisal against the Cuban government 
for its hostile policies. Washington has de- 
liberately refrained from giving Castro. any 
valid excuse for claiming intervention. This 
policy was intended to enlist Latin American 
understanding so that the Cuban revolution 
could, if necessary, be isolated from hemi- 
spheric .support. 

Is this policy of patience now giving way 
to some impatience, and if so, why? There is 
speculation that President Eisenhower may 
wish, by a token display of sternness, to cool 
off congressional critics who want to compel 
a cut in Cuban sugar quotas. 

A few Congressmen have argued that since 
Castro is flirting with Communists, seizing 
American property and insulting this country, 
the United States should “get tough.” But 
cutting off some $150,000 of aid each year 
is not enough for toughness. It is only enough 
to suggest a change in policy for reasons 
which the State Department has yet to explain. 


Case for the Nike Zeu: 


The Nike Zeus is aptly described by Chair- 
man Russell of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee as the one great “hope” in the 
anti-missile field. Secretary of the Army 
Brucker, Army Chief of Staff Lemnitzer 
and other witnesses have testified it is im- 
perative to develop this defense against the 
long-range ballistic missile. But Secretary of 
Defense Gates, like his predecessor, Mr. Mc- 
Elroy, seems content to allow Nike Zeus only 
enough funds to keep the project from dying. 

In contrast there is the: case of Bomarc-B, 
an unpromising anti-aircraft missile which 
now is too slow for the planes it would guard 
against. It would require at least a year to 
become operational. Even then it would be 
useless against ballistic missiles. Yet Secre- 
tary Gates, some Congressmen and industries 
connected with Bomarc-B are fighting hard 
to restore 
House eliminated when it decided to drop 
the weapon. 

Those who opposed Bomarc-B say intercep- 
lor planes would be more effective against 
any bomber attack. Those who support Bo- 
marc-B seem concerned with the loss of jobs 
in Utah and Washington where the missile 
and its engines are manufactured. 

Is it not far more important that Nike 
Zeus is the only weapon in development or 
on blueprints for the vital and difficult job 
of knocking down a ballistic missile? Effec- 
tive powers of defense added to massive pow- 
ers of retaliation would put the nation on a 
much stronger defense base. 

The Nike Zeus advocates have made a 
strong case for a weapon that is needed far 
more than is Bomarc-B and which also gives 
more promise of perfection. 


Convention Choices 


In view of their special problems on civil 
rights, Democrats could hardly have chosen a 
better chairman for their national convention 
in Los Angeles than Gov. Leroy Collins of 
Florida. His selection was obviously intended 
to effect a compromise between Northern in- 
tegrationists and Southern segregationists, 
since he has taken a middle-of-the-road_posi- 
tion in his own state. If he performs well he 
may have a future in national politics, perhaps 
as a vice-presidential acminee. 

The choice of Senator Church of Idaho as 
keynoter is also a good one. Senator Church’s 
youth (he is only 35) will give the convention 
a forward look. Mr. Church is probably the 
finest orator in the Senate, at least among 
the Democrats. The post of keynote speaker 
is another that can mean advancement on the 
national political scene. It can also mean 
oblivion. Gov. Clement of Tennessee was a 
rising Democratic star until the 1956 conven- 
tion. His keynote address was so overdrawn 
as to be ludicrous. 

The Democrats have thus far been unusual- 
ly sound in their choice of convention leaders. 
Earlier Representative Bowles was named to 
head the platform committee. The selections 
should contribute to a well-run convention.

the character of our society. It is a 
problem of national priorities, which 
is to say of national policy and na- 
tional values. 

The Soviet Union achieves its system 
of national priorities through the 
mechanism of dictatorship and physi- 
cal control. These are methods we 
unreservedly condemn. To imitate 
them here would be to destroy our 
freedom and thus to lose the whole 
point of resistance to Communism. 


The challenge we face is that of ob- 
taining a wiser allocation of resources 
within the framework of democracy 
and freedom. 


President Eisenhower has suggested 
that we cannot do this without aban- 
doning our freedom, He is wrong. We 
have had epochs of national purpose 
in our past when we were able to di- 
rect our energies to national ends. We 
did precisely that, of course, during 
the two great world wars. And we 
have done it in peacetime too—most 
notably during the Progressive era and 
during the New Deal. 


From Drift to Direction 


These have been times when drift 


. has given way to direction in our na- 


tional affairs—when wise and vigorous 
leadership has enabled us to put our 
resources to intelligent use. When 
President Eisenhower suggests that the 
only alternatives open to us are to let 
things slide or to become a regimented 
state, he shows his ignorance of our 
history as well as his low view of the 
capabilities of a free society. 


What is most depressing is the con- 
trast between the heat of the presiden- 
tial reaction and the relatively small 
changes required in the allocation of 
resources. All that is involved is a 
marginal shift of resources—say, some 
10 to 12 billion dollars a year more to 
be employed for public purposes. Such 
a shift in resources can easily be 
achieved within the framework of our 
present economic and political order. 
It would entail no interference with the 
existing freedom of investment or of 
entrepreneurial decision or of con- 
sumer choice. 


To Stay in the Ring 


We possess the machinery for setting 
national priorities voluntarily and dem- 
ocratically. We possess it in the lead- 
ership of the President, in the instru- 
mentality of the federal budget, and 
in the congressional powers of taxa- 
tion, authorization and appropriation.

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| Bill Being Pushed to Help Cities 
‘Improve Mass Transportation; 
Could Become Political Issue 


Administration Opposes $100,000,- 
000 Loan Fund Plan — Mayors 
Warn Senate Group That Auto’ Use 
Has Reached Saturation Point,

OVER THE OPPOSITION of the Eisenhower 


WASHINGTON, May 28.

13 Senatérs are pushing a bill which would give the Federal Gov- 
ernment a modest role in helping the nation’s cities cope with 
the critical problem of mass transportation. 


The bill’s sponsors are con- 
vinced that metropolitan. areas 
must either modernize and im- 
prove their transportation and 
public transit facilities or face 
eventual suffocation under a 
never-ending deluge of automo- 
biles. 

With many cities at. or near 
the limit of their borrowing au- 
thority, the Senate group has con- 
cluded that the Federal Govern- 
ment must step in with finan- 
cial assistance in this field. The 
amount has been set at a com- 
paratively low level—a revolving 
fund of $100,000,000 in federal 
loans. 


The bill, introduced by Sena- 
tor Harrison A. Williams Jr. 
(Dem.), New Jersey, and co- 
sponsored by eight Democrats 
and four Republicans, represents, 
in Williams’s words, ‘‘a sound, 
modest and constructive ap- 
proach to a very serious prob- 
lem.”’ 


THE PROPOSAL could be- 
come a political issue in an elec- 
tion year Congress. Parliamen- 
tary maneuvering now going on 
may result in the bill being 
“packaged” with other liberal 
legislation presently in the 
works, thus increasing its 
chances for passage as a Demo- 
cratic vote-getter. 

In this event, the loan plan 
almost certainly would run into 
a presidential veto, but its back- 
ers point out that at least it 
would have gone through Con- 
gress. By itself, the bill has only 
slim prospects in the House and 
Senate.

Williams’s bill also would avu- 
thorize matching grants to en- 
courage the planning of mass 
transportation systems on an 
area-wide basis, in an effort to 
get away from the fragmentation 
and overlapping so often pro- 
duced by planning which ends 
at the boundary line. 

Although the amount contem- 
plated for the loan fund is rela- 
tively small, the Administration 
has taken a dim view of the 
proposal.. A Treasury Depart- 
ment report on the Williams bill 
stated that federal assistance in 
this field should be limited to 
those areas where it is “‘neces- 
sary to achieve impelling na- 
tional policy objectives.”

That Will Translate Each Other's Language 


Electronic De- 
vices Have Signi- 
ficant Cold War 
Overtones.

THE UNITED STATES and 
the Soviet Union both are seek- 
ing vigorously to replace the 
human mind with electronic 

“brains” in translating foreign 

languages. 


Their efforts have significant | 


overtones in the cold war, par- 
ticularly in the fields of military 
knowledge, science, technology 
and economics. The side which 
succeeds first will have an im- 
portant advantage in translating 
valuable technical and other pub- 
lications issued by the other. 


Under the impetus of expand- 
ing research, the development 
of mechanical devices that will 
turn out high-speed translations 
is being pushed closer and closer 
to. the point of practical use. 

The machines use the basic 
principle of memory and com- 
parison. Thousands of words in 
code symbols are fed into com- 
puter machines to create a store- 
house of Russian-English equiva- 
lents. When Russian material 
to be translated is put into the 
machine later, the code symbols 
of each new word are compared 
electronically with the ma- 
chine’s dictionary. As each word 
is locatec, its English equivalent 
is produced in printed or type- 
written form. 

THE UNITED STATES is on 
the threshold of practical use of 
the system. It already has ex- 
perimental machines that can 
do a crude job of translating 
Russian to English. Great im- 
provements are expected in the 
next 18 months, although experts 
in the field warn against expect- 
ing overnight automation in lan- 
guage translation. 


How near the Russians are to 
large-scale use of machine trans- 
lators is difficult to determine. 
The Soviet research program, 
however, is known to exceed the 
American effort in both scope 
and size. Good theoretical work 
is being done, but lack of suf- 
ficient computing machines has 
restricted the practical applica- 
tion of theoretical knowledge. 
One expert warns that the Rus- 
sians can be expected to make a 
significant breakthrough if this 
deficiency is removed. 


Mechanical translators offer a 
tremendous advantage in speed 
over their human counterparts. 
It has been estimated that a 
human translator can turn out 
only about 2600 words a day, 
whereas mechanical devices of- 
fer the possibility of rates rang- 


| ing from 3000 to 50,000 words an 


hour, depending on the type of 
computer used. 


Greater translating speed 
would make it possible to broad- 
en American knowledge of So- 
viet activities, especially in the 
fields of science and technology, 
by translating a larger number 
of Russian works into English. 


The Central Intelligence Agen- 
gy estimates that the volume of 
Russian scientific and techno- 
logical literature that the United 
States can obtain totals about 
780,000,000 words annually. Less 
than one-tenth of this — only 
about 53,000,000 words — is be- 
ing translated into English. 
There is additional translation 
in the fields of economics, poli- 
tics and military activities but, 
even when these are considered, 
the Air Force estimates that the 
United States Government is 
translating only about 80,000,000 
words of Russian into English 
each year.

extensive translation of Russian 
publications has been demonstra- 
ted clearly. One instance. con- 
cerned Sputnik. Information 
about the Russians’ first earth 
satellite was published by So- 
viet technical journals before 
Sputnik was launched, but ap- 
parently was not translated by 
the United States at the time. 

Another instance involved the 
United States Embassy in Mos- 
cow. Visitors there in recent 
years have reported that it took 
several days for the Embassy to 
obtain English translations of 
Russian newspapers. 

The importance of machine 
translation is emphasized also 
by the comparative amounts of 
human translation being done 
now by the United States and 
the Soviet Union. Exact compari- 
sons are difficult, experts say, 
because of lack of information 
concerning the Russian program 
and because considerable trans- 
lation work in this country is 
done privately as well as by the 
Government. 

Experts agree, however, that 
the volume of American publica- 
tions being put into Russian by 
the Soviet Union substantially 
exceeds the number being trans- 
lated from Russian .to English 
by this country. One report in- 
dicates that the Soviet All-Union 
Institute for Scientific and Tech- 
nical translation has more than 
2600 full-time employes and in 
addition draws on 26,000 scien- 
tists who serve part-time as 
translators: 

THE TRANSLATIONS pro- 
duced by American experimen- 
tal machines are far from liter- 
ary gems. For example, here is 
part of a paragraph from Prav- 
da translated by a machine that 
| was demonstrated publicly by 
the International Business Ma- 


‘chines Corp. for the first time 


yesterday: 

“Sixth decade century repre- 
sents one of the most stirring 
pages history humanity. Social- 
ist country Europe and Asia, 
population that constitute more 
million man, successfully move 
along the way of building so- 
cialism and Communism. With 
all increasing speed goes proc- 
ess releasing peoples many coun- 
try, during the period of cen- 
turies former colonies imperial- 
istic state.” 

Here is a sentence translated 
from French to English by a 
process developed at George- 
town University here: 

“The fact that the intensity 
and the distribution of these ra- 
diations are similar for all the 
metals studied gives to think 
that it involves rather the illu- 
mination of the gas distinguished 
by the metals during these ex- 
periments which would meirite 


to be resumed and completed.” 
“‘Meirite” is a French word that 
was not translated by the ma- 
chine. 

Research into methods of me- 
chanical translation has expand- 
ed considerably since October 
1954, when the Federal Govern- 
ment began providing financial 
assistance. In the current fiscal 
year, $2,122,000 in federal money 
has been appropriated for re- 
search projects. Next year the 
amount is expected to be 
$3,207,000, an increase of more 
than 50 per cent. The total spent 
by the Government for all years 
prior to the present fiscal year 
was only $4,937,300. 

Although federal expenditures 
have been increasing, some ex- 
perts feel the work could be 
pushed faster if more money 
were made. available and the 
program were reorganized to 
provide more centralized direc- 
tion. 

ELEVEN GROUPS in. the 
United States are working on 
mechanical translation research 
with support from the Federal 
Government. Among them are 
universities and business firms, 
performing work under contract 
for government agencies. The 
Air Force is the largest con- 
tractor. Other federal agencies 
active in the field include the 
Central Intelligence Agency, Na- 
tional Science, Foundation, Bu- 
reau of Standards, Army and 
Navy. 

The doors to federal aid were 
pushed open early in 1954 when 
Georgetown University and In- 
ternational Business Machines 
succeeded in a very limited me- 
chanical translation of Russian 
to English. Interestingly enough, 
this same experiment apparently 
was responsible for the Soviet 
Union’s activity in the field. A 
Russian linguistics journal re- 
ported in 1956 that, on the basis 
of information gathered from the 
Georgetown demonstration, So- 
viet scientists had started their 
own research in 1955. By 1956, 
the journal said, Soviet efforts 
had progressed beyond the 
Georgetown level. 

Mechanical translation has be- 
come a much more acceptable 
scientific subject than it was in 
its early years when some schol- 
ars were inclined to look on it 
as some form of quackery. 

Alan T. Waterman, director of 
the National Science Founda- 
tion, emphasized its value when 
he said recently: “It is our be- 
lief that the problem of mechani- 
cal translation, involving as it 
does some of the most subtle 
aspects of human communica- 
tion, is at the same time of the 
greatest importance to the scien- 


tific community and of the 
greatest difficulty, requiring 
years of intensive research for 
its solution.” 

The need for mechanical trans- 
lation was emphasized by Paul 
A. Borel, the Central Intelligence 
Agency’s assistant director for 
central reference. Testifying at 
hearings held two weeks ago by 
a House science and astronautics 
subcommittee, he warned that 
publication of Russian scientific 
literature would continue to in- 
crease at a rate beyond the ca- 
pacity of our present translation 
efforts. 

THERE ARE A NUMBER of 
mechanical problems that re- 
main to be dealt with before 
large-scale use of inachine trans- 
lators can be expected. Among 
them is the method of feeding 
material into the computer. At 
present manually operated key- 
boards must be used to prepare 
perforated tapes that carry sym- 
bols representing material to be 
translated. Top speed is only 40 
words a minute, far below that 
of the translating mechanism it- 
self. An electronic scanner that 
will provide automatic tape per- 
foration at. a rate of 2400 words 
a minute is expected to over- 
come this difficulty. 

Another problem is the lack 
of precision and clumsy syntax 
often found in machine tranhsla- 
tions. Various methods are be- 
ing studied to remedy this prob- 
lem. One is a sophisticated word 
analyzer that would store indi- 
vidual words while each sentence 
is being translated and then ar- 
range them in proper sequence. 

A number of approaches are 
being followed in American re- 
search. One, developed by In- 
ternational Business Machines 
Corp., utilizes a ‘‘photoscopic 
memory,” a glass disk contain- 
ing tiny concentric tracks of 
black and white spots represent- 
ing words, idiomatic expressions 
and punctuation marks in binary 
code form. The disk contains 
the equivalent of half a million 
words, I.B.M. says. 

When a Russian text, also in 
code form on a punched tape, is 
fed into the machine, it is con- 
verted into electrical signals. 
Like a person flipping through a 
dictionary, the machine looks 
through its storehouse until it 
finds the coded English equiva- 
lent for each Russian word that 
is to be translated. 

Another approach is followed 
at Georgetown University. It, 
uses a more limited vocabulary, 
compiled for a particular field 
such as organic chemistry. It 
seeks. to avoid literal, word-for- 
word clumsiness by gearing the 
translation of each word to the 
general context.

Senator Everett M. Dirksen

Dirksen, in effect, served no- 
tice that any substitute for the 
vetoed bill that is passed will 
be a Republican bill and, if none 
passes, it will be the Democrats 
who -will have to answer to the 
unemployed.

them against their competitors. 

BILL Senator Dirksen 
came up with is intended to

COLIN WILSON’S WORK “The 
Outsider” was a commercial success, to 
say the least, both in England and the 
United States. Many people read it and 
a much larger number talked about it, 
but neither the reviews nor the disputants 
who used the reviews as a basis for dis- 
cussion were successful in making Mr. 
Wilscn’s philosophy seem clear or pro- 
vocative. A writer for the Post-Dispatch 
described Wilson as a “mystic” searching 
for ‘“‘reality,” and reality, according to 
Wilson, is to be found in the immediacy 
of sense perception. 

You can’t quarrel with that; but you can 
wonder why anybody should be im- 
pressed. Now if he had told us how 
reality could be reached without involv- 
ing the senses he would havé had some- 
thing. 

Mr. Wilson's first novel called ‘‘Ritual 
in the Dark” is presumably &@ more spe- 
cific and more narrowly focused appli- 
cation ,of the ‘‘outsider” theme. The 
story involves Austin Nunne, a rich young 
man with anti-social and pathological 
tendencies; Gerard Sorme, an impecunious 
writer who is striving to be ‘‘free”; two 
women, one young and one middle-aged; 
an eccentric painter, and a few odd news- 
papermen and Scotland Yard operators. 


SORME MEETS NUNNE in a Lon- 
don art gallery one day and though he 
quickly realizes that Nunne is queer in 
many respects he accepts the chance 
acquaintanceship as a temporary relief 
from boredom. The two men visit each 
other several times and in consequence 
of this friendship Sorme meets Gertrude, 
a woman of 40, and her 17-year-old niece, 
Caroline. 


During this period a series of murders 
in Whitechapel have excited the London 
public. In each case the victim is a 
prostitute whose body has been maimed 
in a variety of ways. Sorme’s interest in 
these crimes, which are generally as- 
sumed to be the work of a single crimi- 
nal, leads him to make a study of all the 
available literature concerned with patho- 
logical murder. Nunne also professes a 
great interest in the Whitechapel killings 
and so does the painter Glasp, whose ram- 
shackle studio is stacked with canvasses

LAST WITNESS FOR ROBERT LOUIS

EVERY READER of “Treasure Is- 
land” has heard. that R. L. S., the author, 
spent the last years of his life on Upolu, 
one of the Samoan islands, and earned for 
himself, as Tusitala the teller of tales, the 
respect and love of the Polynesian inha- 
bitants. He was a sick man when he ar- 
rived, having set out across the Pacific 
in’ search of a climate more lenient than 
that of his native Scotland. In the face of 
continuing illness, the burdens of setting 
up “Vailima,”’ a plantation on the island, 
and an active defense of the islanders 
against their German overlords, he kept 
on writing romances, pamphlets and ac- 
counts of his travel that are steeped in a 
native buoyancy and colored by the words 
and phrases that were his abiding passion. 

Perhaps only the more scholarly reader, 
however, knows that this period of R, L. 
S.'s life, like the earlier years in Edin- 
burgh, had opened up many an argument 
about the man, his work and his way of 
life. After a lengthy journey in pursuit of 
her, he had married an American wife, 
Fanny Osbourne, and it has been claimed 
that Fanny, who superintended the plan- 
tation of Vailima, managed: her husband 
as weil. 

While few have questioned R. L. S.’s de- 
fense of the Samoans and his long ad- 
vocacy of their chief, Mataafa, his head- 
long devotion to a social cause wore him 
out and cost him the friendship of white 
traders and administrators who thought 
differently about the tribal wrangling. 
Cotnpetent as some of the later romances 
are, they suffered from the writer’s re- 
moteness from the scenes he described, 
and his tendency to dwell in a fictitious 
world, so admirable in ‘‘Treasure Island”, 
is far less happy in ‘‘The Master of Bal- 
lantrae.” Having visited the leper colony 
in Molokai, he wrote in defense of Father

MEANWHILE SORME, in the in- 
terest of ‘‘self-realization’’ makes ad- 
vances to both Caroline and Gertrude.

AMONG THESE IS Mrs. Caldwell, 
and the “‘last witness,” from whom she 
received much of her information as well 
as her admiration for Stevenson, was Iso- 
bel Field, his stepdaughter, who lived with 
him on the island* and acted in his years 
as amanuensis. After a brief review of 
the marriage of R. L. S. and Fanny, this 
story begins with the rental of the schooner 
Casco for the first South Sea trip and 
ends with the death and burial of R. L. S. 
some six and a half years later. It forms 
a record not only of the novelist’s wander- 
ings but of the customs of the islanders 
whom he came to love, and the witness 
of the book is given for the Polynesians as 
much as for the foreigner who came to 
live among them. 


A good advocate, Mrs. Caldwell accepts 
Isobel Field‘s estimate of R. L. S. as “the 
finest\man I ever knew.” She denies gossip 
about his being a toper and a man of easy 
morals, hinted at by Europeans who envied 
his friendly welcome by the Samoans. 

While it might be true that Fanny had 
to make decisions for her ailing husband 
in practical matters that she handled bet- 
ter than he, they were, as Isobel Field 
saw them, a happy couple whose occasion- 
al spats arose from a high temper in both. 
When he fell seriously ill, she tended him 
like a nurse and mother, but in the rou- 
tines of his writing where he demanded 
solitude and quiet, she arranged the de- 
tails of the household so that he was not 
disturbed.

THE VIEW FROM THE FORTIETH 
FLOOR, by Theodore H. White.

MR. WHITE CHOOSES for his 
third novel a theme of tragic dimension, 
the agony and death of a great magazine 
publishing enterprise. As a former corre- 
spondent for Time, who joined Collier's 
the year before its demise, he is im- 
mensely knowledgeable about the maga- 
zine field. The Trumpet of his story, and 
its affiliate, Gentlewoman, are evidently 
modeled on Collier’s and Woman’s Home 
Companion. 

Trumpet is a magazine which once 
meant something. Its founder had been 
a crusader with the heart to care for the 
ccmmon good and the courage to fight for 
it. But as the story opens, it has fallen 
into the hands of success engineers, and 
stands poised on the guif of failure. 

A brilliant young man on the make, 
Ridge Warren, is brought in to save the 

ications. Though he realizes that the 
only way to save Trumpet is to restore 
it to integrity and purpose, he believes 
those qualities can be efgineered. People 
are statistics in the view from the for- 
tiéth floor. 

Here is a story, a recurrent and tremen- 
dous tragedy of our times, which cries 
out to be written, but Mr. White has not 
written it. Nearly all his individual scenes 
aré taut and exciting, and those dealing 
with technical details, particularly the one’ 
in.the magazines’ printing plant, are so- 


phisticated and feeling; but he cannot 
carry over the forward drive they gen- 
erate into the sustained sweep of a novel. 

His sub-plot, a love story of Warren 
and his estranged wife, is performed as 
an unpleasant duty in which Mr. White 
never quite manages to work up any 
interest, and so is about as artificial as 
sex can get. A climactic event, the con- 
version of Warren, too late, to the pro- 
position that significance for his mag- 
azines can come only from _ personal 
character, is not believable, partly be- 
_— Warren himself never attains re- 
ality. 


BUT MR. WHITE’S most basic 
cause for failure at this point, as else- 
where throughovt the novel, is that the 
moral content of the <arrative is not 
borne out by the objective facts which 
every reader can easily observe for him- 
self. Regardless: of how skillhully ‘The 
View from the Fortieth Floor’ might 
have been written, the context of our 
times would have rendered its argument 
implausible. One gets the impression that 
even the author is not too much convinced 
by it, but uses it as a gimmick to provide 
an illusion of substance. 

For the harsh fact is that success for 
mass Circulation magazines in the country 
nowadays is manifestly engineered, and 
the product is bought and consumed by 
contented statistics. The reigning formulae 
are to make the trivial seem important, 
to speak with the voice of absolute author- 
ity, and to reassure readers that they can

locates him at a family cottage in the 
country. Nunne freely confesses to Sorme 
that he is indeed the Whitechapel killer 
and though Sorme is sympathetic he 
wants to know why. After philosophizing 
for a while Nunne comes out with the 
following: 

“It's something in here, I feel some- 
times that I could take an emetic and 
get rid of it all. It's like periodic malaria. 
But try to understand, Gerard. It’s not 
just a disease. It's an excitement. It’s a 
kind of inverted creative impulse. I feel 
as if I'm serving something greater than 
myself. Its... it’s Hike a need... to 
build.” 

Sorme is impressed, or so it seems, 
because he refusés to give evidence to the 
policé when they catch up with Nunne. 
Later, however, he decides that Nunne 
is insane, but by this time he has re- 
turned to his love-life. He believes he is 
truly in love with the 40-year-old Ger- 
trude; but-as a permanent union doesn’t 
séem practical, he decides to keep up his 
credit with Caroline also. 


MR. WILSON has somehow won a 
reputation as an important, thoughtful 
writer. Actually he is remarkably un- 
discriminating in his choice of words and 
has no feeling for structure. Nunne’s con- 
fession comes at the very end of the 
novel and is preceded by no set of events 
that would produce a mounting excite- 
ment. As for the ideas which the events 
supposedly illustrate, they are no more 
than juvenile speculations, such as, 
“Every man has something -of the killer 
in him,” or that ‘‘an inherited tendency to 
commit evil is not blameworthy.” The 
reader may also discern, at times, the 
faint outline of a thesis which holds that 
modern society is so regimented and 
mediocre that bold spirits are bound to 
turn against it. And some of these rebels 
will take to the knife or the axe. 

Even this questionable argument is not 
argued; it merely dangles at times from 
some of Austin Nunne’s pseudo-nihilistic 
utterances. 

Apparently a certain success may be 
won for a while by any industrious 
writer who makes his hero a so-called 
‘‘nonconformist’”’ and writes so badly 
that nobody can bée certain of what he is 
saying.

INTO THIS STORY of a writer's 
home-in-exile are woven accounts of the 
life and people of the islands. The reader

Mrs. Caldwell has a good word for the 
missionaries and is far from blaming them 
for the lapses from tribal honor and pride 
that have occurred since Vailima was first 
occuped. In her every comment on the 
Samoans, she reveals her loyalty to the 
native people, and part at least of her 
liking for Stevenson is her knowledge of 
the respect paid him by the chiefs and the 
people of the villages. 


A few of Mrs. Caldwell’s enthusiasms 
may. be called in question, She is firm in 
her belief, though why she holds it so 
strongly is hard to figure, that this illness 
was not tubercular, and yet the symptoms 
given in detail by Fanny to Charles Baxter, 
the lawyer and friend, (in ‘‘Stevénson’s 
Letters to Charlés Baxter,” ed. Ferguson 
and Waingrow, Yale, 1956), still point clear- 
ly to this form of lung disease. About the 
middle verse of ‘‘Requiem,” (‘‘Under the 
wide and starry sky . . .’’), too, thé one 
omitted when the poem was printed, Sid- 
ney Colvin was probably wiser than Mrs. 
Caldwell, the missing stanza being slack 
and conventional compared with the other 
two. 


Now and then, the style of ‘‘Last Wit- 
néss’”’ shows signs of newspaper colum- 
nitis, being a bit too arch and “fancy” for 
a work as serious as this. But it is evi- 
dent that R. L. §&., long after his death, 
calls forth the same kind of loyalty as 
he met in his lifetime, and that his rash, 
spontaneous temperament had better be 
taken into account if any sound estimate 
of his writings is ever to be arrived at.

WILLIAM FIFIELD’S SECOND NOVEL is the

DOES THE SUBJECT 
of this “informal biography,” 
written by a friend and ad- 
mirer, require an introduction 
to today’s reader?

single claim to fame is. that 
she is the first woman mem- 
ber of Parliament, holding her 
seat at Plymouth for 25 years 
consecutively, winning no few- 
er than sevén contests for it. 


She is a most remarkable 
woman. For quickness of. wit 
and repartee it is doubtful if 
the world has ever seen her 
like. Her mots, known as As- 
torisms, became as famous 
as the Spoonerisms falsely at- 
tributed to Dr. Spooner, the 
renowned Warden of New Col- 
lege, Oxford. Collis says that 
if they were all collected they 
would fill another volume. 
They are liberally scattered

HERE ARE FOUR RATHER uwausual books that will 
add something to the knowledge oz anyone interested In pouitica, 
and particularly in the current campaign. 

Dr. Moos once wrote a history of the Republican party that 
President Eisenhower admired so much he brought the author 
to Washington to be his administrative assistant and speech 
writer. His collaborator, Mr. Hess, is also a member of the 
White House staff. They have produced a lively account of 
how America has gone about choosing its Presidents. Our 
Chief Executives are recruited from “‘a natural aristocracy”’ that 
may number as few as 30 persons, in the view of the authors. 
They describe what it takes to be a presidential eligible, what 
happens at conventions and how Vice Presidents are chosen. 
The book is illustrated with political cartoons, and has an 
index and a tabular Who’s Who of presidential candidates 
from 1865 to 1956. | 

The typical “campaign biography” is the subject of Mr. 

Brown’s amusing history of such biographies of presidential 
candidates, Mr. Brown views the choice of a President as a 
search for a symbol that represents ‘the whole complex of . 
ideals and beliefs that the American people have ‘held dear.” 
Campaign biographers, then, endeavor to create this image 
from the raw material of the subject's life. The book is 
up-to-the-minute, and Mr. Brown acknowledges that some recent 
biographies do not follow the traditional pattern. Mr. Brown 
has combined scholarship with fun; he has included an excellent 
bibliography and an index. 
MESSRS. CARNEY AND WAY are professors of 
political science at the University of California. They have 
compiled an excellent roundup of fact and opinion on a variety 
of aspects of the electoral process—the parties, the electorate, 
the nature of the presidency, civil rights, foreign policy and 
many others. Authors represented include Walter Lippmann, 
George F. Kennan, Albert Schweitzer, Arthur Schlesinger Jr., 
President Eisenhower, John Foster Dulles, Dean Acheson, 
Senator Paul Douglas, Stephen K. Bailey, William Howard Taft, : 
Theodore Roosevelt, Sidney Hyman, Mark Sullivan and other 
authorities less well known to the public. This is the sort of 
book that usually contains something from Adlai Stevenson, 
but for some reason he is among the missing. It is a substantial 
book, nonetheless. 

Mr. Bendiner’s treatise on the strange and wonderful aspects 
of a campaign year combines humorous anecdotes and observa- 
tions with some sharp opiniogs derived from 25 yéars of writing © 
and editing. Mr. Bendiner covers the ground—from the early 
build-up of the candidates, through the primaries and conven- 
tions, to the campaign and election. It’s a light-hearted piece, 
illustrated with some excellént cartoons, and indexed. 


Copious and Readable 


New Religious History Series 


THE ANCIENT GODS, by E. O. James. (G. P, Putnam’s Sons, 
359 pgs., $6.75.)

THE EDUCATED PUBLIC has become increasingly 
aware of the history of religion and of the fascination there is 
in the comparison of religious faiths. It is therefore opportune 
that Putnam should launch a copious, studious and readable 
series on this subject, ‘‘The Putnam History of Religion’ in 
15 volumes. They are particularly fortunate in having as general 
editor Professor E. O. James, Emeritus Professor of the 
History of Religion at the University of London, as well as 
having persuaded him to write this volume of the series. The 
rest of the team is equally distinguished, including as it does 
from Oxford, Nicholas Zernov, E. O. G. Turville-Petre and 
R. C. Zaehner, from Harvard, Christopher Dawson and G. H. 
Williams, Mircea Eliade from Chicago. .. . 

In this volume Professor James confines himself to the 
Near East; but fortunately this is an elastic term and he allows 
his reach to extend in the West as far as Italy and in the East 
as far as India. The time span of the book is from the 
tail end of the Stone Age to the beginnings of christtanity, 
i.e. c 7000 B.C. to A.D. 100. But the core of the work is 
concerned with the Ancient World of the Fertile Crescent for 
the three or four thousand years before Christ. 

The book begins with a valuable sketch of the early history 

of this immense area. It would be hard to find a clearer 
statement of this scattered subject—from the ancient fortified 
site of Jericho to Mohenjodaro. The second chapter reminds 
one that this volume is not attempting to cover all the ancient 
gods; specifically, the true primitives—the food gatherers— 
the Herdsmen and the Hunters are not dealt with. Professor 
James has already done this in a previous volume: ‘Prehistoric 
Religion.” 
THE MATERIAL OF THE REMAINING chapters 
is arranged according to aspects of ancient religion rather 
than according to regions. Thus Chapter 4 treats of the 
Sacral Kingship, Chapter 5 of the Seasonal Feasts. In each 
chapter any information from Crete to India, from the Caspian 
to North Africa, is gathered in an orderly way. In each chapter 
the Jews, their rites, their reaction to the neighboring cults 
are studied. The Prophets were undoubtedly correct in their 
laments over the back-sliding of the Chosen People into pagan 
ways. And, while the author in no way emphasizes this, it 
is clear that the Jewish religion stands out in all its uniqueness 
with even greater clarity against the dark Sackground of the 
pagan religions as one sees them described in this book. 

A Catholic exegete might not agree with all Professor James’s 
biblical criticism, yet, by and large, putting the Jews in their 
historical religious setting, he has thrown much light on the 
ways of the Jews themselves. Besides, it is a pleasure to read 
the cautious and precise appraisals, in these important matters 
of comparison of beliefs and practices, after being beguiled 
or irritated by the wild and fanciful though tempting guesses 
of the author of ‘“‘The Golden Bough.” 

At the end of the book is a bibliography of readable books: 
in the middle are over 70 excellent photographs of shrines, 
sculptures, bas reliefs, figurines, of which the best are some 


Greek views. All in all this is a worthy start of what promises 
to be a useful serjes.

EXCEPT FOR three char- 
acters who are either some- 
what sympathetic or merely 
bland, each character in this 
novel is drawn after a particu- 
lar moral defect, like avarice, 
spinelessness or self-delusion.

Morani is much admired for 
his pious statements by per- 
sons who meet regularly at the 
shabby ‘‘Cafe Celeste,”’ located 
in a pension in contemporary 
Montparnasse. The retinue in- 
cludes an officious feminist 
who writes poems of social 
protest, a Greek immigrant 
who as broug”t himsel: to fi- 
nancial ruin in trying to buy 
frientis and an irascitv:, un- 
talented young painter. Mor- 
ani’s posings finally enrage, 
for different reasons, two ma- 
lignant women, and they 
bring on his downfall. He is 
discovered by his friends in a 
‘situation that compromises 
his “idealism,” which they 
then force him, at great cost to 
himself, to live up to. 

The interest of this de- 
nouement lies in the intri- 
cacy of the action and not in 
its effect upon any of the char- 
acters or in any final defini- 
tion of them. It is clear from 
the start that most of them are 


concerns petty. These quali- 
ties by no means support the 
statement on the jacket that 
the author has derived from 
Dostoevsky a capacity for por- 
traying “as entirely natural 
facts the monstrous and the 
forbidden,” nor does anything 
else in the book.

Sculpture for the St. Louis Airport 


Why English Artist H enry Moore Was Chosen to Do Work 


By WILLIAM N. EISENDRATH JR. 


IN OCTOBER 19598, Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker appointed a committe of three 
to select and commission sculpture for 
the Lambert-St. Louis airport, for which 
a grant of $50,000 had beer made 
by anonymous donors. In addition to 
myself the committee included Gyo 
Obata, architect, and Richard K. Weil, 
manufacturer and art collector. At the 
first meeting I was made chairman of 
the group; the donors became ex-officio 
members. My position involving the 
choosing and traveling for the Airport 
Commission was, with the permission‘ of 
Charles Nagel, the City Art Museum 
Director, that of a specialist loaned from 
one municipal organization to another. 

The early meetings of the committee 
were devoted to a careful study of the 
site and a consideration of suitable 
artists. The site was to be the 50-foot- 
wide plot running the length of the air- 
port building frontage, with the two 
drives on either side, one giving access 
to the building entrance and exit, the 
other to the parking lot. The plans for 
landscaping this area were shown, to- 
gether with a small scale model. Gyo 
Obata, the architect-designer, explained 
not only the plan, costs and timing of 
execution, but also made recommenda- 
tions for the type of sculpture best suited 
to the form and shape of the area. 

It. was his belief, which the other 
members supported, that the sculpture 
chosen should be solid in form, to stand 
in contrast to the ‘‘open’”’ effect of the 
airport building itself. The consensus 
was that the sculpture be abstract or 
abstracted naturalism; that there be 
more than one piece. After due con- 
sideration of European and American 
artists, a list of sculptors was made. 


IT WAS DECIDED to investigate 
the work of Lipchitz, Gabo, Pevsner, 
Bill, Hepworth and Moore. The com- 
mittee first visited Jacques Lipchitz who 
lives and works in Hastings-on-Hudson 
and there we spent a delightful two hours 
discussing. the St. Louis project.. Two 
pieces in particular we found very beauti- 
ful and appropriate, The Joy of Living 
(1927) and The Song of the Vowels 
(1931-53). 


The next day we drove to Middlebury, 
near Waterbury, Conn., where Naum 
Gabo lives. Gabo had only small finished 
works, but we looked at photographs of 
finished large pieces, such as the con- 
struction, of recent date, for the depart- 
ment store in Rotterdam, and the Spheric 
Construction (1937), both beautiful works 
of art which would have been suitable 
for the airport. 

Returning to St. Louis we made a 
report to our committee. It was decided 
then that I go to Europe on Feb. 15 to 
look at the work of Antoine Pevsner in 
Paris, Max Bill in Zurich, Barbara 
Hepworth in Cornwall and Henry Moore 
in Hertfordshire. 


IN THE PARIS STUDIO of An- 
toine Pevsner the sculptor expleined that 
he was in the process of supervising 
the casting of two of his pieces, the 
third and last cast of each, La Colonne 
de la Paix and the Projection Dynamique 
a 30 Degres. I took photographs of these 
two pieces, which had unusual beauty, 
for further consideration. Pevsner was 
particularly happy to be considered for 
a municipal undertaking, as he now sells 
his work only to semi-public institutions, 
or to federal or mwvnicipal projects. 

I went to Zurich next, to consult with 
Max Bill, the sculptor, architect and 
designer. At present, in addition to doing 
independent commissions, he is head of 
the- architecture department and Rector 
of the new College of Design at Ulm. 
His sculpture received the Prix d’Honneur 
at the Milan Triennale in 1951 and the 
International First Prize at the Sao Paulo 
Biennale the same year. Bill showed a 
photograph of a large continuous ribbon- 
like construction of 1947, made in re- 
inforced plaster, about 10 feet high, which 
was particularly pleasing and appropriate. 

He also suggested a pair of polychrome 
columns such as he designed for the 
Albright Gallery in Buffalo, and various 
closed form designs in white granite. 
MY FINAL STOP was in England, 
where I visited Barbara Hepworth at 
St. Ives in Cornwall where her house 
overlooks the sea many feet below. She 
was greatly interested in the airport 
project, and admired greatly the building. 
She sat down immediately to work some- 


thing out, which was completed by late 
afternoon. These sketches showed en- 
larged adaptations of pieces she had al- 
ready created. However, because of their 
size and changes in design, the pieces 
envisioned by her drawings would have 
been new sculptures. 


Perry Green near Much Hadham in 
Hertfordshire is the home of Henry Moore, 
who lives in an old farm cottage, mod- 
ernized, to which have been added a few 
rooms. The outbuildings are used for 
storage of plaster casts and small bronzes. 
In the rear of the house is a conservatory 
and planted patio which Mrs. Moore 
attends with loving care. From there 
stretches a 10-acre plot of grass on which 
Moore has placed some of his larger 
pieces, 


AT THE END of the property is the 
studio, where I found him at work on 
the plaster cast of one of the sculptures 
now chosen for our airport project. 
Abstracted versions of his Reclining 
Woman theme, the sculptures, one verti- 
cal in form, the other horizontal, present 
the figure in two parts.(as here shown). 
Monumental in size, both are over 50 
inches high; one is 76 inches long, the 
other 102. Although these are not specifi- 
cally a “‘commission’’ for St. Louis, they 
are creations of a very recent date, late 
1959-early 1960; St. Louis will have the 
first bronze casts. Moore explained that 
he uses foundries in Germany and France 
as well as England, in order to deliver 
his work to clients within a reasonable 
time. 

I returned to St. Louis and made my 
report to the airport sculpture committee. 
After examining all photographs from all 
the artists visited and listening to my re- 
ports, the committee unanimously decided 
to engage Henry Moore for the project 
and to request one cast each of the Re- 
clining Woman, 1959 and 1960. Henry 
Moore is perhaps the most significant 
and important sculptor of our time. His 
commissions are many; his work is rep- 
resented in at least 50 museums and over 
100 private collections all over the world. 
The sculptures chosen by the St. Louis 
Airport Committee are monumental in 
scale, beautiful in conception and con- 
temporary in feeling.

Conservation, City Planning, Architecture in New Releases

WHEN A GARDEN CLUB woman 
gets a certain look in her eyes, and - 
gins saying, ‘‘Wouldn’t it be nice -* 

watch out! 


The next thing you know, the com- 
munity will have 40 new rose beds in a 
downtown square—it happened at Pratt, 
Kan. Or -billboards that obstruct scenic 
views will be abolished—it happened in 
Hawaii. Or an apathetic little town will 
find itself equipped with new water and 
gas lines and paving, plus a long-term 
program for civic, cultural, recreational, 
economic and educational development— 
it happened at Abbeville, Ala. 


The productive power of the garden 
club women grows out of her capacity 
for civic dreams, and for giving them 
physical form through her willingness to 
work, it grows out of patience, her re- 
sourcefulness at brilliantly out-maneuver- 
ing the opposition in what seem to be 
compromises, and her readiness, when the 
occasion calls for it, to lirk hands with 
her fellows in front of a by.tIdozer. 


The woman is not alone in the field of 
community good works. A great. many 
notable good works have been initiated 
by men. The saving of the California red- 
wood forests, the “Prairie Dog Town’’ at 
Lubbock, Tex., and the movement to res- 
cue Walden Pond from trailer camp and 
hot dog stand operators are among ac- 
tivities in which men played a major 
part. A good many men, in fact, belong 
to garden clubs, either through direct 
affiliation or through marriage. 


But somewhere in the mechanisms of 
community and conservation projects, 


women are almost invariably to be found . 


among the most dogged workers, and the 
chances are they belong to garden clubs. 
THE MAGNITUDE of this grass- 
roots betterment becomes clear on read- 
ing ‘This Land of Ours,” by Alice Harvey 
Hubbard, a former Missourian now living 
in New York. The book is intended to 
offer guidance in community projects, 
which it does by describing how some 
156 projects were carried out. 

Its incidental effect is to draw up a 
roster of achievements by small citizen 
groups with large aims, and the roster 
is impressive indeed. It suggests that the 
despoilers of the countryside, from litter- 
bugs to billboard-builders, might take 
note of their true enemy—the woman 
with a trowel in one hand, a couple of 
daffodill bulbs in the other, and that look 
in her eye. (Macmillan, 272 pgs., $4.95.) 

Several other worthy books that’ have 
to do with the human environment have 


come out lately. 

“The Highway and the Landscape, ef 
edited by W. Brewster Snow, is a sym- 
posium by architects, engineers, traffic 
specialists and landscape designers on 
the theme of highways and good land 
use. Jt is in non-technical 
and offers much basic material for study 
by citizens’ groups interested in preserv- 
ing community values along highways. 

It pays particular attention to scenic 
preservation, discusses the “‘leech-like at- 
tachment of private enterprise to the 
roadside borders’’ which has created the 
ribbon development so injurious to com- 
munity life, and describes zoning and 
easement possibilities in controlling this. 
(Rutgers University Press, 230 pgs., $5.) 


A BROAD DISCUSSION of ur- 
ban planning is in “Cities in the Motor 
Age,” by Wilfred Owen, who warns that 
‘in the next decade, with or without 
plans, we shall be building and rebuilding 
urban facilities equivalent to 50 cities the 
size of Boston . . . simply to provide for 
new development and the replacement of 
worn-out structures.” 

Owen pays special attention to the need 
for new central core design for living as 
well as working, to mass transportation— 
suggesting rail transit lines on express- 
way malls, and to preservation of rural 
landscape. The book is a digest of ideas 
brought out at a meeting of 55 planners 
and architects. (Viking, 176 pgs., $3.95.) 

The story of New York’s fantastic ex- 
periences as it laboriously grew into a 
metropolis is in Robert Daley’s ‘‘The 
World Beneath the City,” which is about 
the construction of the network of sub- 
way tunnels, water tubes, sewer channels 
and utility lines, and their accompanying 
disasters, graft, mishaps and curious in- 
cidents. The anecdotal style and the 


epochal stage setting make this a most 


diverting and informative, account. (Lipp- 
incott, 223 pgs., $3.95.) 
STUDIES OF THREE architects 
and innovators of towering stature have 
come out in quick succession. One is 
the welcome biography, “Louis Sullivan 
As. He Lived,” by Willard Connely. 
Connely had a hard task, for George 


- Elmslie, the architect who served longest 


in Sullivan’s office and was his literary 
executor, threw away the great man’s 
diary and many personal papers, while 
carefully preserving his routine commer- 
cial correspondence. The book, there- 
fore, owes much to personal reminiscences 
of his associates. There is an interest- 
ing account of how the celebrated Wain- 
wright building in St. Louis, a landmark 
in modern skyscraper design, was con-

ceived in a dipedineie sketch, and of 
the immediate recognition of its quality 
by Sullivan’s young foreman, a man 
named Frank Lloyd Wright. Connely, 
incidentally, is an uncle. of Perry T. 
Rathbone, former director of the City 
Art Museum. (Horizon Press, 322 pgs., 
$6.50.) 

“Frank Lloyd Wright’s Drawings for a 
Living Architecture” is a collection of 
200 sketches and presentation drawings, 
the first a student engineering drawing 
of 1885, and ranging through his long 
career. The master’s flair for catching 
the essence of a visualized structure in 
relation to its site is displayed in many 
pencil works that are largely freehand. 
The 75 color drawings, in crayon and 
watercolor, show the fluency of an artist's 
hand in client presentations, in a style 
that, in its flat, golden tints and in ‘the 
contour delineations, often have the flavor 
of Japanese paintings. The lasting im- 
pression is in the bold, dynamic forms, 
with their sweeping command of both 
exterior and contained space. (Horizon, 
255 pgs., $35.) 

“Richard Neutra, 1950-60” is a picto- 
rial survey, with text in English, Ger- 
man and Frénch, of a decade of Neu- 
tra’s designs for homes, commercial and 
public buildings and for large city com- 
The: text, edited by the Swiss 
architect, Willy Boesiger, is from Neu- 
tra’s writings. There are 240 pages of 
excellent photographs, with numerous 
sketches and site plans, and a bibliog- 
raphy of the architect’s books and ar- 
ticles. (Frederick A. Praegér, $15.)

THE FIRST RECORD- 
ING in which the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra is con- 
ducted by Edouard Van Re- 
moortel presents two works 
written by Serge Prokofieff: 
the suite from ‘‘The Love for 
Three Oranges’ and the Scy- 
thian Suite. The first, an ex- 
travagant fantasy, is ab- 
stracted from the opera of the 
same name and is notable for 
its brilliant, piquant orchestra- 
tion. The story of the opera 
is purposely ridiculous and 
for a satirical reason; but 
the audience apparently didn’t 
get the point of the slapstick 
comedy scenes when the op- 
era was first produced by the 
Chicago Opera in the early 
twenties. The music also 
seemed rather extreme at that 
time so about all that is left 
of the opera—so far as the 
genéral public knows—is the 
march, 

The Scythian Suite, like 
Stravinsky's ‘“‘Rite of Spring”’ 
is concerned with the pagan 
rites of a legendary people 
who supposedly lived in the 
Carpathian’ mountains. The 
St. Louis Orchestra plays both 
works energetically and with 
appropriate brightness of col- 
or. The final scene, . which 
describes the dawn, as it ap- 
pears to the frenzied sun-wor- 
shipers, would have profited, 
I believe, from a_ broader, 
more intense treatment. The 
reproduction is wholly suc- 
cessful in emphasizing the col- 
oristic aspects of both works.

‘‘THE SONG OF THE 
EARTH’? by Gustav Mah- 
ler is a work of large dimen- 
sions written for orchestra and 
two soloists. Because of its 
size and richness. it is com- 
parable with his symphonies; 
actually it is a song cycle, di- 
vided into sections, in which 
the tenor and soprano lter- 
nate in expressing two as- 
pects of the poems being used 
as a text: their lyrical exulta- 
tion and their melancholy res- 
ignation. The six poems were 
translations by Hans Bethge 
from ‘“‘The Chinese Flute” of 
Li-Tai-Po, an eighth century 
Chinese poet. The new re- 
cording has been made by the 
Chicago Orchestra under Fritz 
Reiner with Maureen Forres- 
ter, contralto and Richard 
Lewis, tenor as soloists.

Mahler’s melodic inventive- 
ness, which sometimes gets 
lost in the rambling, diver- 
sionary episodes of his sym- 
phonies, reaches a maximum 
level of beauty in this cycle, 
The fourth side of two rec- 
ords is taken up by a rather 
dry performance of Haydn's 
Symphony No. 88 in G. (RCA- 
Victor, Monaural, two rec- 
ords with brochure and text.) 


LEOPOLD STOKOW- 
SKI, who raised the Philadel- 
phia Orchestra to international 
eminence nearly 50 years 
ago, must now be placed 
among the elders of American 
symphony conductors. A re- 
cording of Beethoven's Sev- 
enth Symphony in which he 
conducts the Symphony of 
the Air, shows no loss of vi- 
tality or tonal beauty, how- 
ever. The tension developed 
in the introduction of the first 
movement: is a token of the 
driving force that prevails 
throughout the whole work. 
One also hears the richness of 
sound caused by the properly 
balanced and sustained 
chords. In the slow movement 
the play of the two themes 
back and forth are supported 
by an undercurrent of inner 
voices. The trio of the scherzo, 
however, is taken at a much 
slower pace than the score in- 
dicates; and this is the way 
Stokowski directed this section 
when he was still a boy won- 
der. The reproduction is ex- 
cellent except for an occa- 
sional overemphasis of the 
bass instruments and the tym- 
pani. (United Artists, Mon- 
aural, one record.) 


THE COMPLETE 
SCORE of Manuel de Fal- 
la’s ‘‘Three Cornered Hat” 
has been played with imagina- 
tive insight into its special 
qualities by the London Sym- 
phony Orchestra under En- 
rique Jorda, the conductor of 
the San Francisco Orchestra. 
The music is based on melodic 
and rhythmic idioms of Anda- 
lusia but in addition to the 
strong, clearly defined dance 
patterns the score also in- 
cludes a number of impres- 
sionistic episodes; and while 
no one would contend that the 
music is complete without the 
stage action there are parts 
of it whose delicacy is not 
fully appreciated unless heard 
alone. 

Mr. Jorda is not generally 
regarded as one of the great 
conductors now practising in 
America. His feeling for this 
score, however, and his con- 
trol in promoting the wide 
range of its beautv could 
hardly be bettered. The Lon- 
don Symphony Orchestra 
sounds like a first rank or- 
chestra both in ensemble 
passages and in its solo work. 
(Everest, Stereophonic, one 
record.) 


A RECORDING of Khat- 
chaturian’s Piano Concerto, 
played by Peter Katin with the 
London Symphony Orchestra 
under Hugo Rignold, makes a 
clear statement of the com- 
poser’s main virtues. The 
melodic material preserves its 
quasi-Oriental character even 
though it is wholly assimilated 
into a formal Occidental struc- 
ture. The rhythmic patterns of 
the fast movement engender a 
restless forward movement. 
This work was composed in 
1935. (Everest, Sterephonic, 
one record.)

Thrives on Pressure. 

Carr had worried some of his 
backers with his seemingly lack- 
adaisical play in the earlier 
rounds. But, as usual, Jaunty 
Joe was tremendous under pres- 
sure, outdriving Cochran by 50 
yards on some holes. 

During the morning round 
Carr fired four birdies in addi- 
tion to that eagle on the fourth 
hole to carve out a four-under- 
par 68. That finished Cochran, 
who muttered “This man is fan- 
tastic’’ when he left for lunch. 

Only two other men in the 
75-year history of the British 
Amateur won ‘the title more 
than two times. The legendary 
John Ball won it eight times be- 
tween 1888 and 1912. Harold 
Hilton walked off with the 
trophy four times between 1900 
and 1913.

Ward, three-time runnerup 
Jim Rathmann of Miami and 
hard-driving Eddie Sachs of 
Allentown, Pa., will be the front 
row starters as a reward for 
best speeds on the first qualify- 
ing day, May 14. Sachs won the 
inside or pole position. 

The field, headed by brilliant 
rookie, Jim Hurtubise, set a 
record average of 144.070 miles 
an hour in the 10-mile trials. 

The qualifying record was 
broken three times — by Rath- 
mann, 146.371; Sachs, 146.592, 
and finally by Hurtubise, Len- 
nox, Calif. at an awesome 
149.056.

Boating Equipment 


A few reminders; Missouri 
authorities have set Wednes- 
day, June 1, to enforce the 
registration of motorboats 
with engines of 10 or more 
horsepower at a fee of $5 for 
three years. The new laws 
also require life preserver 
buoyant vests or cushions for 
each person aboard, running 
lights fore and aft for after 
dark operation, mufflers for 
motors, ventilating systems for 
craft with enclosed decks and 
rear-vision mirrors for ski tow 
boats unless two perons are 
aboard. Registration numbers 
in Missouri and Illinois must 
be in three-inch block letters 
on the boat. 


Illinois began enforcing its 
new boating laws recently. 
Boats of all horsepower must 
be registered at a $3 for three 
years. Illinois boats must 
have the same equipment as 
outlined for Missouri boats 
plus @ horn and fire extin- 
guisher for craft of 10 or more 
horsepower, and a flame ar- 
rester on all inboard craft. 
Ski towboats must have two 
competent persons aboard.

Mac Charles Lewis, huge 
tackle from the University of 
Iowa has signed his second con- 
tract with the St. Louis football 
Cardinals, Managing Director 
Walter Wolfner announced yes- 
terday. 


Lewis, one of the stars of 
Iowa’s 1959 Rose Bowl team, 
was the Cards’ sixth draft choice 
last year.

Walter Williams wasn’t one of 
those who was thrilled at the 
four-way blanket finish of the 
Public High League track and 
field meet, in which O’Fallon 
Tech and Sumner tied for the 
championship Friday afternoon. 

“That will just cost me more 
money,” said the league man- 
ager. 

What he meant was that be- 
cause of the co-championship, 
the league would have to pur- 
chase a trophy duplicating the 
one for the title, so that Sumner 
and O’Fallon each could have 
one for its 5944 points. 

A couple more duplicates al- 
most had to be made, for Beau- 
mont finished with 59 points and 
Vashon with 57. Hadley Tech 
won the senior division trophy 
with 4444 points; Sumner won 
the junior class award with 35. 

The league meet must have 
been a letdown for Beaumont, 
which won the state champion- 
ship a week earlier. The Blue- 
jackets repeated only one of 
three firsts they scored in win- 
ning the state crown, and placed 
just fourth in the senior division.

FOUR MILE BAYOU, La., 

May 28 (AP). 

MOST PEOPLE sweat and 
slave all their lives inthe hope 
of someday retiring to a place 
where they can get away from 
it all and just go fishing. 

Down on Four Mile Bayou, 
which “psychologically is about 
as far from it all as mortal man 
can get without forgetting what 
it was he wanted to get away 
from, the folks just fish all day. 
They wouldn’t know what to re- 


tire from if they ever had to 
retire. 


When the fish aren’t biting, 
they dig for crawdads, trap 
muskrat, gather moss, catch 
frogs, drag for shrimp and 
crabs, hunt turtles, wrestle with 
alligators or just laze around 
waiting for their monthly oil 
lease checks to cdme in. 


This. is the last lovely linger- 
ing echo of a Louisiana that was 
and soon will be no more, the 
whispered promise of paradise 
that brought the French here 
200 years ago .and still comes 
with every breath of wind 
through the cypress swamps. 


Cajun country! Land of black, 
black coffee, all-day card games, 
all-night dances‘ and all the time 
make big fun down on the bayou. 
Once all of south Louisiana was 
like this: remote, inaccessible, 
untouched by the tread of time, 
an island of non-conformity set 
adrift from another culture, an- 
other century. But the advent 
of roads, electricity and two 
world wars has brought rapid 
changes in Longfellow’s land 
Evangeline. 7 

Ward six of St. Martin parish 
(county), where the Atchafalaya 
river widens out to meet the 
Gulf of Mexico, is one of the 
few places left that can still 
boast the combination of isola- 


tion and population that kept the 
old customs intact for so many 
years, : 

Less than a two-hour drive 
from either Baton Rouge or New 
Orleans, the ward has only three 
miles of road. Four Mile Bayou, 
one of its leading communities, 
has none at all. 


The nearest psychiatrist is 
76 miles to the north. The 
nearest bank 32 miles to the 
east. The nearest television 
repairman 26 miles to the 
south. There are no super- 
markets, no drug stores, no 
beauty shops. Not even a 
pizza parlor. Just miles and 
miles of dreamy bayou wind- 
ing through trembling arch- 
ways of Spanish moss. 


The children still go to school 
by boat. The mail is brought in 
by boat; so are the voting ma- 
chines at election time and the 
endless cases of beer for the 
Saturday night free-fish-dinner- 
dances. Three times a week, as 
it has for the past 40 years, a 
floating grocery store plies the 
bayou, dispensing everything 
from cotton house dresses to 
steel muskrat traps. 

But even here changes are 
coming fast. The dental barge 
isn’t sent out anymore by the 
State Department of Health. The 
slot machine boat ceased oper- 
ating with the gambling crack- 
down of a few years back. And 
Our Lady Star of the Sea, a 
houseboat-chapel pulled by the 


motorboat St. Francis Xavier, . 


was replaced some years ago by 
the little wooden church at Belle 
River, 16 miles farther up the 
bayou where the state highway 
ends. 

Oudry Gros, who runs a bar 
and boat busiress at Belle River, 
has the only telephone, a port- 
able unit like those used in taxis 
and police cars. Last week he 
called New Orleans for a fac- 
tory-made coffin to carry a 102- 
year-old woman out of the 


ried life—that was terribly 
public, incidentally—they pro- 
duced two lovely children and 
became the nation’s most fa- 
mous and most beloved TV 
pair. On top of that, they be- 
came rich, the country’s big- 
gest and most important televi- 
sion moguls. As equal share- 
holders of 49 per cent of the 
stock in the multi-million dol- 
lar Desilu Corp., the tempera- 
mental stars built the biggest 
production empire in Holly- 
wood’s history. They own 35 
sound stages—more than any 
movie company ever had—and 
produce more than 30 per cent 
of the filmed TV shows seen in 
United States homes. 


Their success, of course, was 
founded on the most popular 
show ever spawned by television 
and in it they became America’s 
favorite happy couple. For nine 
years, they made 38 half-hour 
teleplays a year. It all ended in 
the spring of 1958. But the series 
made them both millionaires, set 
the former Cuban bandleader up 
as one of the shrewdest and can- 
niest producers in the business 
and established Lucy as one of 
the most important comediennes 
in the entertainment world. In 
fact, there are some who now 
refer to her as the female Char- 
lie Chaplin. 

The dedication of the Desilu 
family is difficult to understand. 
With each employe, it’s a differ- 
ent story. With one of the regu- 
lar actors the reason is simple— 
he and Desi once played in 4 
band together many years ago; 
the actor had fallen on evil times 
when Desi hit it big and Desi 


took him in. A comedy writer 


worships him, not because he 
pays him handsomely (he could 
get as much or more anywhere 
in town), but because Desi has 
great respect for writers, quite 
rare among actors. You could 
talk to a hundred employes and 
each would have his own reason, 
but it all adds up to an organi- 
zation of employes devoted to 
their employer. 

I do not know either Lucy or 
Desi (I HAVE met them, which 
in this town should qualify me as 
a confidante or at least an au- 
thority on their personal and pro- 
fessional lives, but I prefer to 
maintain the perhaps equally 
false position of remaining aloof 
from all the goings-on here) but 
I did talk to some people who 
know them well and are still able 
to discuss them with some de- 
tachment. 

One friend speculated that 
Desi’s problem is that of the dis- 
illusioned idealist. All his life, 
he has looked for honesty and 
integrity. As a poor man, he 
often found it. As the million-

swamps who had never seen 
electricity in all her life. She 
came out the same way she 
went in, by boat.

“Hot tam ma femnie she gon- 
na be mean for me if I don’t 
go see for my dinner toute de 
suite.” 

“Eh bien, it ain’t much fun 
being married twice as old as 
youself to a woman. I guaran- 
dam-tee you dat.” 

“Dat priest dat used to be 
here, he not young-young but he 
not old. He speak French, yeah. 
You better done believe it.”’

But occasionally one of 
them, as recently happened to 
Jim Aucoin, will get flipped 10 
feet in the air after stepping 
on what he thought was a log 
but what turned out to be a 
sullen alligator. 

At night the big bull ‘gators 
bellow mournfully in the 
swamps, feeding the old legend 
that a Mississippi sternwheeler 
got trapped out there somewhere 
when the river changed its 
course and is honking to get out. 
Oldtimers just laugh at the 
legend now, but they’re not so 
sure about the two casks of 
Spanish florins that pirate Jean 
Lafitte is supposed to have 
dumped in the bayous many 
years ago.

Slapstick Comedians’ Renewed Popularity Based on Movie Shorts on TV

THE CHILDREN aren't going 
to like this but it is an accurate 
report and everybody’s illusions 
have to go some time: During 
several hours of attentive obser- 
vation the other day the Three 
Stooges were not seen to lift a 
hand to one another. They spoke 
softly, courteously, fondly-among 
themselves, discussed

night-club act in the Chase 
Club, a way of sharing a little 
in the profits others are making 
off the Three Stooves slapstick 
comedy movie shorts. 


The Stooges made 204 shorts, 
every one of them comedy 4s 
broad as a corset on an ele- 
phant, but they’re not making 
a dime first hand off the reruns 
on television. They're profiting 
nicely by the revival, though. 

“I don’t know. anybody ex- 
cept Hopalong Cassidy . who’s 
had a double victory like ours 
through reruns, and his wasn’t 
as good as ours is because he 
didn’t go in for personal appear- 
ances like we are,” said Moe 
Howard. 

Moe is the Stooges’ bully in 
the middle with the bangs over 
his eyes and the bags beneath 
them. His main function is to 
bring the flanking Stooges’ 
heads together, forcibly and 
frequently. Whenever the plot 
thins in a Stooges film Moe 
brings his partners’ heads to- 
gether and thus stimulated, the 
action regains momentum. 

He- also is the principal 
speaker in the films. This is the 
only characteristic of the 
Stooges’ film life that carries 
over into their daily practices. 
Moe does most of the talking. 

Larry Fine and Moe Howard 
have been together as Stooges 
since 1925. Joe De Rita became 
a Stooge two years ago. De Rita 
is Curly, the crew-cut Stooge. 
The role of Curly has been the 
only changing face in the act 
and the cause of sadness in the 
Stooges’ associations. 

Moe Howard and his brother, 
Shemp, teamed in 1923 with the 
vaudeville star, Ted Healy, and 
there was no mistaking the top 
banana in that combination. 
The act was called Ted Healy 
and the Stooges. Two years 
later Fine joined and made it 
the Three Stooges. Another 
Howard, Curly, took Shemp’s 
place in 1932 when Shemp went 
to work for Warner Brothers. 
Ill health forced Curly to give 
up Stooging in 1946 and Shemp 
replaced him. Cufley died six 
years after leaving the act. Two 
years ago Shemp died. 

De Rita has the _ physical 
characteristics of his Curly 
predecessors. He is round, the 
easier for Moe to bounce him. 
He is short. The Stooges all are 
about the same height, or lack 
of it, and their stature seems to 
be the major surprise of their 
personal appearances. The most 
logical theory was advanced by 
a local television man. He spec- 
ulated that the Stooges original- 
ly were six-footers but in 35 
years Howard and Fine have 
pounded one another down about 
a foot and were so practiced by 
the time De Rita joined that 
they had no trouble at all low- 
ering him to their eye level. 

“We had to pry Joe loose 
from a three-year contract with 
Minsky to get him in the act,”’ 
Howard said. ‘‘We were lucky. 
He didn’t do five minutes of 
dialogue before we knew he’d 
fit in, and he’s fit in the other 
important way, too, as a fine 
fellow.” 

De Rita’s comment is that 
Howard and Fine have made it 
gracefully easy for him to be 
an agreeable partner. They 
give him a full one-third share 
of the Three Stooges’ profits al- 
though he wasn’t a party to the 
source of the new Stooge suc- 
cess, the films made for Colum- 
bia pictures between 1933 and 
1957. 

“Our contract with Columbia 
expired Jan. 1, 1958,” Howard 
said. “I think we were under 
contract to one studio longer 
than anyone in Hollywood. We'd 
decided that we were going to 
be one show business act that 
didn’t die with our soft shoes 
on, onstage. My wife and I 
were all set to tour South Ameri- 
ca on a long vacation but in 
August of ’58 the first of the 
old Stooges films began running 
on television and we decided 
we might as well cash in.”’ 


They began cashing in at 
‘ night clubs when a Pittsburgh 
operator discovered his son 
rolling around on the living 
room floor, The night club 
man suspected the worst but 
the child’s ailment was laugh- 
ter. The Three Stooges had 
him doubled up. The night 
club man watched the program 
and decided to let his child 
lead him. lke booked the 
Stooges—and was rewarded by 
the sight of children leading 
their parents into a night club. 


“We were booked in Pitts- 
burgh for one week and he held 
us over for two,”’ Howard said. 
“At the end of the third week 
he told us, ‘I don’t know if this 
will mean anything to you fel- 
lows, but we’re on our fourth 
ton of hamburgers while you’ve 
been booked here. That’s a

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lessness of the newscasts, has 
its drawbacks. The Stooges are 
in the high esteem once held 
by Lassie and the Mickey Mouse 
Club and they had better be as 
pure in heart, too. 

They will not slip in a joke 
unfit for the Christian Science 
Monitor so long as there is a 
child in the audience. The late 
show at a night club is not for 
children, however, and it is not 
good comic business to make 
the humor too childish. Assum- 
ing that if a child did wander 
into a night club’s late show the 
child would be a cigar-smoking 
delinquent cracking jokes that 
would make the Stooges blush, 
the three still are in trouble. 

“Suppose we do let in a 
double-entendre or two,” said 
Howard. ‘‘There’s no kid there 
to get it, or to wonder about it, 
but there will be some parents 
who will get it for the kid. I 
mean, the parents will say, ‘So 
these are the guys my children 
are watching on television. Not 
any more, they’re not.’”’ 

There has been criticism of 
the Three Stooges child fare on 
television, anyway. The com- 
plaints are of the Stooges’ 
violence. The Stooges’ violence 
is absurdity, and the complain- 
ers may be somewhat absurd, 
too, because a 3-year-old watch- 
ing the Stooges’ violence will 
laugh gaily, realizing it is far 
too smart a child to do so stupid 
a thing. But a 3-year-old watch- 
ing, say, Western violence on 
television is inspired to rush out 
and buy a Colt .45 so it can 
pistol-whip the 4-year-old horse- 
thief next door. 


The Stooges are giving up 
violence in their new TV 
series. The complaints have 
reformed them. This is certain 
to make better men of Mike 
Hammer and his violent 
brethren, too. They will see 


that violence has lost a spokes- 
man and will rush right in to 
make up the deficiency. 


Aside from the _ no-violence 
principle, the Stooges are going 
off in several other new direc- 
tions in their new television 
series. They are violating a 
sound rule, changing a winning 
formula, but they are doing it 
for a good reason. They think 
it will make money. 

“Three Stooges Scrapbook, 
the new venture, will be a tele- 
vision show the Stooges are paid 
for. That is the change they like 
best. They say they have kept 
the basic ingredients of Stooges 
comedy, the presentation of three 
oafs in places they have no 
business being. 

“Upset dignity is our basic 
formula,’’ Howard said. Fine 
nodded. He is a dignified man 
off camera. De Rita’s cigar, a 
pale-green smoking implement

the size of a fungo bat, nodded 
agreement, too. 


“We go anywhere we don’t 
belong, in our scripts,’’ Howard 
continued. ‘“‘We decide on a 
theme.

For Live 


Television

HOLLYWOOD, May 28. 


I SAT in the audience last Sun- 
day at NBC’s Burbank color 
studios while the cast of the 
Dinah Shore show worked off 
their dress-rehearsal jitters, kid- 
ding with the audience and with 
each other. The band worked on 
a lovely waltz bit. The singers 
fidgeted. The dancers danced a 
step or two. Dancers have a 
great advantage in these mat- 
ters. They can loosen their mus- 
cles, while waiting. They don’t 
tighten up like the singers. 

The moment of tense expec- 
tancy communicates to the stu- 
dio audience even before a dress 
rehearsal. Before air, it gets 
worse, feeding from the actors 
to the audience and back again, 


giving them that last shot of 
adrenalin. It’s that little bit that 
makes the difference between 
live and film or tape. That’s why 
all— well, almost all—the most 
memorable things ever done on 
television have been live, from 
Sid Caesar to Kefauver to Mc- 
Carthy to “‘Requiem for a Heavy- 
weight.” 


THERE SHOULD BE a re 
quiem for live television. As the 
orchestra struck up the opening 
of those deathless chords, ‘Drive 
your Chevrolet through the 
U.S.A.,” I felt I was watching 
the last rites of a dying art. The 
Dinah Shore show is live. Steve 
Allen is live. Virtually nothing 
else is. Except for the Jack 
Benny and Red Skelton shows 
and a few daytime programs 
originating there, CBS’s huge 
television city—now that ‘“Play- 
house 90” is practically dead— 
is almost deserted, It used to be 
a hive of great live dramas like 
“Playhouse 90’ and “Climax.” 
Even the soap operas—save for 
one—come from somewhere else. 

Well, live TV is not entirely 
dead. Down the hall at Burbank, 
actors were already rehearsing 
for the opening mystery story 
which will replace the Dinah 
Shore show this Sunday. It’ll be 
live. 


ON STAGE, Art Carney was in 
the first sketch. He was playing 
a studio sweeper who longs to 
meet Dinah Shore. Suddenly a 
locker door stuck. One of those 
things that strike terror into the 
hearts of directors. It needn't. 
“This happened on the Gleason 
show, once,” said Carney, grin- 
ning like an imp. The door came 
unstuck. The rehearsal went on. 

It was Miss Shore’s last show 
of the season and it was a good 
one. Carney got every bit of 
fun out of the sweeper bit. He’s 
at his best when the material is 
human, as this was. Miss Shore 
skylarked with Carney, romped 
through a mystery sketch with 
Walter Slezak and Carney that 
was a little over long, and sang 
a duet, ‘‘Hallelujah,”’ with Ma- 
halia Jackson that was truly a 
rouser. The show ended with 
one of those NBC finishes—Miss 
Shore and other members of 
the cast rushing out to the park- 
ing lot to drive a passel of vari- 
colored Chevrolets off the lot in 
a scene shot from a helicopter. 
That NBC parking lot has had 
more exposure than any other 
parking lot on television.

Carter’s TV show for teen- 
agers, ‘‘St. Louis Hop” on 
Channel 5 each Saturday 
noon. Russ had invited me 
to be on the program, not 
to dance, as some of my 
ne contemporaries mirthfully 
Soe suggested, but to be inter- 
viewed by a panel of girls, 

The television guest 
: must arrive early so I was 

at the Boulevard Room of 
CLARISSA START Hotel Sheraton - Jefferson 
at 11:45. I was introduced to the panel, urged them not to 
be nervous, dropped my notes, retrieved them, knocking my 
hat off, and stumbled up the steps where floor manager 
Harriet Robnett waved me to a seat to watch. 


» AT FIRST GLANCE, there seemed to be more eating than 
hopping. Trays of hamburgers and French fries passed beneath 
my nose. At a nearby table several twig-thin girls were eating 
huge wedges of iced birthday cake. One boy demonstrated 
that he could eat the cake while balancing a jiggle stick, one 
of those limber vertebraed juggling devices, on the end of 
his nose. 


But with the lilting strains of recorded music 
(“I Love Paris,” played march tempo) the dance 
began. The Bop, I noted, is one of those push and 
thrust dances, bearing vestigial remnants of wartime 
jitterbugging but with added intricacies which you 
might call refinements—or then again you might not. 


THE PARTICIPANTS do not break apart as much as in 
jitterbugging (I remember this because of the night my 
partner failed to catch me) but keep one pair of hands tightly 
clasped. Occasionally they shake these hands in friendly 
fashion; at other times they jiggle them frenziedly as if they 
were held together by molasses taffy and were trying to get 
disengaged.

But there was one ray of hope. A slow record, ‘Lonely 
Street’’ was played and what did the kids dance? The 
familiar box fox trot and when the floor became mobbed, that 
favorite step of husbands everywhere, the one-spot, weight- 
changing step. All is not lost, older generation. Some day, 
these too will be pillars of the P.-T.A., sitting on the sidelines 
and sighing, ‘“‘They don’t do dances like The Bop any more.”

26 St. Louis Fire Fighters at Airport Specially Trained for Their Jobs—Rescue Work First Duty

THE CONTROL TOWER at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field radioed 
the ‘“‘crash house” that an 
Air National Guard jet fighter 
plane was in trouble. Its engine 
and hydraulic system had failed 
at 25,000 feet about 25 miles from 
the field. Word was flashed 
that the pilot had decided to 
try for an emergency landing, 
rather than use his parachute 
and permit the 13-ton jet to 
crash where fate might guide it. 

Members of the fire fighting 
and crash crew sprang into ac- 
tion and wheeled their massive 
trucks to stations beside the 
10,000-foot jet landing strip. Four 
minutes elapsed between the 
warning from the control tower 
and the time the rescue crews 
took their stations on the field. 

In came the jet fighter. It 
touched down at an estimated 
300 miles an hour at the 3000- 
foot marker on the long runway, 
Capt. Earl Ramshaw, the pilot, 
had cranked down the landing 
gear mechanically after the hy- 
draulic system failed. The land- 
ing gear collapsed under the 
weight of the plane, which 
slammed down on its belly, rup- 
turing the wing tanks. Fuel 
streaming from the tanks ignited, 


Completely out of control, the 
jet swerved off the runway and 
skidded wildly across the field 
for 5000 feet, nearly one mile. A 
cloud of dust marked the path, 
which crossed two runways. 


The crash trucks raced after 
the careening jet, the crews 
praying that the plane would 
not hook a wing and somersault. 
Their prayers were answered. 


Capt. Ramshaw opened the 
canopy and scrambled out on a 
wing when the skid finally end- 
ed. He was prone on the ground 
near the smoldering plane as 
the crash crews reached him. 


A mixture of concentrated foam: 


and water quenched the fire in 
30 seconds. Capt. Ramshaw was 
doused as a precaution. 


Rushed to a St. Charles hos- 
pital, he was found to have suf- 
fered several fractured vertebra. 
But Ramshaw, who is in the Illi- 
nois Air Guard, will fly again. 


This incident, which occurred 
May 7, is one of many that 
have been experienced by men 
of Battalion 10 of the St. Louis 
Fire Department in their work 
at the St. Louis municipal air- 
port. When the Navy, which had 
furnished the airport fire protec- 
tion, closed its air station, the 
job fell to the city and to the 
Missouri Air National Guard. 
The Guard furnished three giant 
0-10 crash and fire trucks. The 
city supplied other equipment 
and 26 firemen — four officers 
and 22 privates. 


Battalion Chief Edward M. 
Riek, a department veteran, is 
in charge. Tall, lean and tanned, 
Chief Riek learned his trade as 
captain for 10 years of the St. 
Louis Fire Department Rescue 
Squad. He also was an inspector 
in the fire marshal’s office be- 
fore his promotion to: Battalion 
Chief. His assistants are three 
captains. 

The 22 privates are hand- 
picked. All are young and most 
had rescue experience in. the 
Air Force or Navy when in 
military service. Capt. Ben Vis- 
cuso, Chief Riek’s assistant on 
one shift, holds a Civil Aeronau- 


tics engine and aircraft license. 
All the men were trained in 
fighting aircraft fires at Scott 
Air Force Base. 


Training includes briefing on 
the various types of planes, 
civilian and military. The fire 
fighter must know where fuel 
tanks, emergency doors, arma- 
ment, liquid oxygen, ejection 
seats and other devices are sit- 
uated and how they work. With- 
out this knowledge he would be 
unable to carry out his rescue 
mission efficiently and quickly. 


“Quenching a fire in a plane 
is secondary,” Chief Riek ex- 
plained. “Our primary mission 
is rescue—beat a path through 
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the fire with foam and get the 
people out. Then we will ex- 
tinguish the fire, if we have 
any foam left.’’ 


Each of the three 0-10 crash 
trucks carries 500 gallons of 
water and 50 gallons of concen- 
trated foam. Other equipment 
includes a modified pumper, a 
CO2 truck for fast work on 
engine fires; a rescue truck, 
loaded with tools for forced 
entry, blankets, lights, masks 
and other special gadgets, and 
a ‘“‘nurse truck.’”’ This giant has 
a capacity of 4000 gallons of 
water and 250 gallons of concen- 
trated foam. Its job is to re- 
plenish the tanks of the crash 
trucks, supply foam for run- 
ways and also wash the foam 
from runways following an 
emergency belly landing by a 
crippled plane, Under pressure, 
500 gallons of water and 50 gal- 
lons of concentrated foam pro- 
duce 1000 gallons of fire-quench- 
ing foam. 


Although frequently referred to 
as the “Lost Battalion,’’ the air- 
port fire fighters are anything 
but lost. They are on duty in 
24-hour shifts and follow much 
of the usual routine of their fel-

low firemen in the city. They in- 
spect 60 hangars and other build- 
ings at the airport for hazards 
and instruct against such fire- 
Starting practices as careless 
welding. Their responsibility, in 
addition to attacking burning 
planes or burning buildings, ex- 
tends to 16 underground fuel 
storage tanks, each with a ca- 


pacity of 30,000 gallons of highly 
flammable liquid. 

Chief Riek and his men are 
fully aware of the disaster poten- 
tial at a busy airport. A bad 
landing, or a power failure on 
takeoff by a multi-engined air- 
liner carrying more than 100 pas- 
sengers, could be disastrous 
unless there was fast, courageous

work by the fire and crash 
crews. 


Because of the grim possi- 
bilities, the men take their 
training seriously. They study 
each new plane, take familiar- 
ization flights and learn every 
nook and cranny of the air- 
port. That knowledge is espe- 
cially important when answer- 
ing alarms at night. 


Training includes quenching 
oil fires set in the old Navy bar- 
racks area, south of the airport. 
Contaminated jet fuel, gasoline 
and waste oil are ignited and 
the firemen put out the flames 
with the smothering foam. 


“Hot Papas,’ wearing fire 
repellent suits, rush into the 
flames on simulated rescue mis- 
sions, covered by the pressure 
nozzles of the foam trucks. Vari- 
ous types of repellent attire are 
tested in these practice fires. 


In the last fiscal year the 
men of Battalion 10 responded 
to 411 “live” alarms. Last 
month they made 47 runs. 


Their operating budget, which 
comes from airport revenue, was 
$170,000 last fiscal year and is 
$190,000 this year. The current 
sum does not include a new 
$58,000 crash truck with three 
times the capacity of the pres- 
ent 0-10s. 


Each vehicle used by the fire 
fighters is radio-equipped. Each 
fireman holds a radio telephone 
operator’s permit. Chief Riek 
has two radio systems in his 
Battalion Chief’s car. One is 
tuned to airport frequency, the 
other to the fire department 
net. The latter permits him to 
summon any assistance required 
from the city in an emergency. 


A need of the airport battalion, 
Chief Riek says, is a new crash 
fire house. Present quarters 
are cramped and _ additional 
space is needed for instruction 
purposes and living room. Never- 


theless, Battalion 10 beasts the 
only air-conditioned bunk house 
in the St. Louis Fire Depart- 
ment. There is another differ- 
ence too—there is no slide pole 
in the first-floor bunkhouse. 


Through close association with 
aviation, the firemen have 
picked up the fly boys’ jargon. 
Chief Riek uses terms familiar 
to flying men throughout the 
world. And there is still another 
difference from the ordinary 
fire chief. Chief Riek has the 
only yellow car in the fire de- 
partment, painted in the stand- 
ard high visibility color of all 
airports. " 


In addition to its participation 
in the airport fire protection pro- 
gram, the Air Guard, under its 
lease with the city, is obliged 
to remove snow from runways 
and foreign objects from taxi- 
ways. The latter is particularly 
important in the operation of 
jet planes, which have the bad 
habit of sucking foreign objects 
into intakes when warming up. 


Equipment for both services is 
furnished the Air Guard by the 
Government. The snow plows, 
which more than proved their 
worth during the March storms, 
are specially built trucks with 
hydraulic-operated scrapers. The 
scrapers can be turned in vari- 
ous angles, facilitating the re- 
moval of heavy snow. 


Taxiway cleaning is done with 
a giant “‘carpet sweeper,” of- 
ficially known as MC-1 Runway 
Sweeper. A single operator sit- 
ting in a high cab controls the 
machine, which roars like a tor- 
nado. Guardsmen jokingly report 
that human beings, small trucks 
and other flotsam have been 
sucked into the sweeper. 

Responsibility for the Air 
Guard’s service to the city’s 
airport rests with Capt. George 
T. Cross, base facilities officer. 
Capt. Cross, a veteran airman, 
is in the process of exchanging 
personalities with Chief Riek. He 
now talks like a fireman.

~‘Ben-Hur’--A Fine 
And Moving Film 


TRUE, the chariot race is probably the most exciting action 
sequence ever thrown on a motion picture screen. Yes, the sea 


battle between the Roman and Macedonian galleys, with balls of Be 


fire arcing through the air and sails burning furiously, is spectacu- 
lar. Yes, director William Wyler has created a broad and rich 
canvas, sometimes dazzling in its hues and splendors and towering 
sets, sometimes muted in low-keyed beauty. But the thing that 
makes “BEN-HUR,” at LOEW’S MID-CITY not just a shallow 
spectacle, but an immensely engrossing motion picture is its strong 
and deep story. 

Like another great motion picture, ‘‘Gone With the Wind,” it 
has fascinating narrative, the kind you couldn't put down in a 
book, the kind you can’t take your eyes off of in a movie, even 
one running three hours and 33 minutes. Wyler is not content with 
magnificence. It is in the intimate scenes, finely acted, that “Ben- 
Hur,” attains its power, its passion, and a moving quality of deep 
sincerity. 


I don’t know to whom the accolade in the adaptation 
of the famous General Lew Wallace novel, is mostly due— 
Karl Tunberg, who received the screen credit by vote of 
the Screen Writers Guild, or Christopher Fry, the British 
playwright whom director Wyler credits with a great deal 
of rewriting during production and even on the set. But 
what comes out is important. In contrast with the stilted 
dialogue of the average spectacle, the language here is 
natural, sinewy and pointed. 


THE QUARREL SCENE between Judah Ben-Hur, prince of 
Israel, and his arrogant Roman friend, the tribune Messala, is an 
example, ranging from first expressions of mutual esteem through 
a quickening pace of sharp disagreement as Messala insists Ben- 
Hur inform on dissident Jews, to an all-out explosion of anger 
which catches each unawares and uncomfortable. Or the inter- 
changes on the galley between a stern and just Admiral Quintus 
Arrius and the galley slave whose intelligence and unconquerable 
spirit he admires. 

The whole cast has been hand-picked, but it is Charlton Heston 
as Ben-Hur who dominates the film and makes it go. I can’t 
imagine a better choice. He combines a broad-shouldered sinewy 
build and noble bearing with a deep, brooding sensivitity. He is a 
tumult of controlled rage, or a man shaken by spiritual ithages. 


It is hard to make costume pictures seem real to our 
Twentieth century audiences. Yet he seems real, in toga in 
a Roman court, straining at the oar of a galley, driving 
four powerful white steeds in the chariot race. The inner 
tumult of a man who lives for hate and vengeance and 
finds it empty and tasteless when he gets it is written on 
his countenance. The spiritual awe on his face when he 
looks up from the kind hand that feeds him water when he 
collapses from thirst in a chain-gang, and sees the face of 
Christ, is deeply moving and luminous. Mr. Heston has 
never received much credit as an actor in his heroic roles. 
Here he emerges as a fine one. 


STEPHEN BOYD, the young Irish actor, is a harsh arrogant 
Messala, whose belief in Roman power leads him to destroy a life- 
long friendship. Jack Hawkins, the British star, gives a keen, 
virile performance as the admiral, Quintus Arrius. Hugh Griffith, 
a Welsh actor, brings a lusty humor to the role of Sheik Ilderim. 

- The role of Esther, Ben-Hur’s beloved, is actually a minor one in 
the story, but Haya Harareet, an Israeli actress, invests it with a 
quiet dignity and dark beauty. Finlay Currie, a Scot, brings his 
granite profile into play as Balthasar, one of the Wise Men. Frank 
Thring, an Australian, is a devious Pontius Pilate. 

Most of the small roles stand out with a cameo-like clarity. 
Exceptions are Martha Scott, as Miriam, Ben-Hur’s mother, and 
Cathy O’Donnell as Tirzah, his sister. They are rather smothered. 
In the effective scene where Ben-Hur follows them into the Valley 
of the Lepers they are handicapped by being mere hooded, 
stooped figures. Distasteful as it may be, I think it would have 
been stronger to have shown them in the horror of disfigurement 
from the disease, so that their miraculous cure as Christ passed 
by on His way to the Crucifixion would have been emphasized. 

Of necessity, there is blood and violence in the chariot race and 
sea battle, but it has not been overemphasized. 


Mr. Wellman has chosen to suggest Christ in back 
views, a hand or a hem of robe, or a bent head. There is 
never a full-face view. Usually, this heightens the effect. 
However I think it lessens the impact in the silent scene 
showing the Sermon on the Mount and the march to 
Calvary. 


THE PHOTOGRAPHY, in Technicolor and by the MGM 
Camera 65 process, using an anamorphic Jens manufactured by 
Panavision with a 65 mm. width, is strikingly beautiful throughout, 
with a strong illusion of depth. Shown on the Mid-City’s wide 
screen in a 35 mm. print (in some cities it has been shown in a 
70 mm. print) it is completely satisfying. 

*‘Ben-Hur’’ won 11 Academy Awards, a record. There are a 
few minor faults, a few slow spots. But it deserves its honors as a 
fine, exciting and moving work of cinema.

FIVE BRANDED WOMEN—A grim portrayal of relentless 
guerrilla warfare by Yugoslav partisans against the Ger- 
mans. Centers around five Yugoslay women who had their 
hair clipped for consorting with a wolfish Nazi officer, then 
joined the partisans out of desperation. Director Martin 
Ritt has kept it going with shock value and scenes of 
Savage violence. With a competent international cast, 
including Silvana Mangano, Van Heflin, Barbara Bel 
Geddes, Vera Miles and Richard Basehart. ESQUIRE. 

THE MOUNTAIN ROAD — James Stewart is good as an 
American major leading a demolition team during the 
Fourteenth Air Force retreat in China in 1944, who has 
to choose between pity for the swarming refugees and 
the pitiless demands of war. Although made in Arizona, 
it conveys authenticity. LOEW’S STATE. 

THE POACHER’S DAUGHTER — A glowing, spirited Julie 
Harris has combined with the Abbey Players in a de- 
lightful Irish romp, rich in character comedy, pungent 
in speech and warm to the heart. Harry Brogan is 
masterful as a sly, cunning old rogue. APOLLO ART. 

WILD RIVER — Although it has director Elia Kazan’s usual 
meticulous realism and authenticity, this story of a fight 
to acquire an island from a stubborn old woman to make 
way for the TVA project never has any particular power 
or even much interest. Montgomery Clift’s work as a TVA 
land acquisition agent is limited and not as sympathetic 
as it should have been. With Lee Remick, Jo Van Fleet, 
Albert Salmi. FOX. 


THE ANGRY RED PLANET — Cheap, stereotype stuff 
about the horrors encountered by a rocket expedition to 
Mars.

NEW YORK, May 28 (AP). 


TELEVISION, which may often seem to ignore the tastes 
of its vast audience, really is trying frantically to find out 
our viewing preferences. A mass entertainment medium, it 
does best when its programs are custom-tailored to certain 


types of spectators. 

Taking polls and 
samplings—often criticized 
and always with a certain 
margin of error—may not 
be the best way of finding 
out, but it is the best 
available. And already i 
has turned up quite a lot 
about us. 

The industry knows, 
for instance, that there are 
about 52 million TV sets 
in the nation which have 
a viewing audience of be- 
tween 120 and 130 million 
men, women and children. 

It also is told that the 
average home set is in use 
almost six hours a day. 


And that adult women comprise, in terms of sheer numbers. 
the largest group of viewers. 


If there were such a creature as 


a “typical viewer,” it 


would be a housewife without outside employment, between 
34 and 44 years of age, whose formal education ended with 
high school and whose family income is between $5000 and 


$7500 a year. 


The National Broadcasting Co. recently ordered up an 
audience composition study covering the first week of March. 
It was concerned entirely with the number of viewers watch- 
ing each set (2.29), and further broke the per set audience 
into children under 12, teenagers, men and woman 18 and 


older. 


THE STUDY CAME up with a finding that there are 
more women than any other group watching a program in 
any category except sports. 


Women far outnumber men 


in watching Westerns, 


mysteries, quiz and audience-participation programs, variety 
shows and drama, according to the NBC study. It also con- 
firmed the dark thought that children will watch anything 
on TV—even documentary, news and interview shows, which 
gathered the smallest family group around each set. Teen- 
agers are the least likely to be members of the viewing group, 
This type of audience composition study is just one of the 
many different studies in progress. Another research company 
—Sindlinger—specializes in audience ‘‘characteristics.” 


IN ITS STUDY covering the first three months of this 
year, the non-working housewives comprised the largest 
occupational group of evening TV watchers, with teenage 
students second and clerical workers third. It also found that 
persons with high school educations formed the bulk of the 


Viewers. Persons with grade school educations were second 
in number, and those with college backgrounds third. 


Sindlinger’s survey also showed the highest proportion of 
viewers were in households with incomes between $5000 and 
$7500. Second in number was the under-$5000 group, and 
third the $7500 to $10,000. 


These findings might indicate that TV is more attractive 
to viewers with modest educations and incomes than to 
others. But statistical games are tricky, and it is more likely 
that the figures merely reflect the fact that there are fewer 
college-educated and large-income families in the population, 
It would be amazing if there were more men than women in 
the TV audience: there are about 10 per cent more women in 


he nation.

a writing farmer. If we decide 
we need milk, I put her on a 
high-protein dairy ration and 
take half her milk, with plenty 
left for the calf. Otherwise we 
just keep her on pasture and 
the calf takes all‘the milk. This 
works well all-around. 

May is also the month when 
we get the winter burrs combed 
from the manes and tails of 
Daisy and Ribbon. Currying is 
unnecessary, since their diet of 
nutritious grass has _ slicked 
them off until their coats glisten 
in the sunlight. Gone is the 
heavy winter hair that kept them 
warm but shaggy through the 
cold months. And now on the 
first weekend when no company 
descends at the crack of dawn, 
we take the saddles from their 
pegs and give them and the 
bridles a coat of neatsfoot oil 
and a brushing. 

EACH OF THE MARES has 
her own reaction to being sad- 
died. Both, however, take the 
bit and bridle as though we had 
been riding every day instead of 
not since last October. When I 
pull up the cinches on Ribbon’s 
heavy western saddle, she 
always reaches round for a good, 
hard bite. I must dodge or be 
nipped, which is no joke. Daisy 
is livelier than Ribbon, being 
the junior by several years, but 
is entirely reliable once you are 
aboard. 


Once we are saddled and 
mounted, we head out for a 
round of the farm, always with 
the determination to note down 
the things that need doing in the 
weeks ahead. This field to be 
mowed as soon as the quail 
hatching is over; a ditcn here 
must be filled with a few old 
bales of straw and then bladed 
over; some multiflora roses are 
spreading into the meadow that

The Board of Regents of the 
Northeast Missouri State Teach- 
ers College has awarded con- 
struction contracts for a new 
men’s dormitory. The $1,130,500 
building is to be known as Dob-

ed to be ready for occupancy in 
the fall of 1961. It will house 
#84 undergraduates in 196 double 
sooms and 23 four-bedroom 
duites. 

=nis is the fourth dormitory to 
ze built at the school since 
“Jorid War II. Present campus 
mousing includes Blanton Hall 
for 144 undergraduates, Brewer 
Hall for 148 undergraduates, 
Fair Apartments, 30 units, for 
married students. Blanton Hall 
was constructed in 1947, Brewer 
Hall in 1958 and Fair Apartments 
in 1958. 

Architect for the latest proj- 
ect is Pearce and Pearce, Inc., 
architects and engineers. Leslie 
J. Bergmeier, structural engi- 
meer; Charles R. McClure, me- 
chanical engineer; Robert F. 
Bruns, electrical engineer; are 
constulting engineers for the 
project. 

The building is to be opposite 
a wing of Blanton Hall. The 
front entrance, on Mulanix 
street, will show a “U” shape 
building of four stories with an 
inner courtyard area.

Garden Needs Color

In the present-day era of the 
“‘preen garden,” flowers often 
are left completely out of the pic- 
ture. It was refreshing, there- 
fore, to pick up a leading garden 
magazine recently and read an 
article of protest. ‘“‘But Where 
are the Flowers?” 

Fortunately, there are some 
signs that the pendulum may be 
swinging back again. Instead of 
having no-work, no-color, pre- 
dominantly evergreen gardens, 
we may once again be planting 
and enjoying flowers. 

This doesn’t mean that every 
yard must be a bower of bloom, 
of course. The kind of flowers 
that should be planted (and even 
more important, the extent of 
the planting) can be varied to 
suit the needs of individual gar- 
deners. 

Most demanding from the point

of view of time, effort and mon- 
ey expended is the maintenance 
of a large perennial garden. In 
this difficult climate, in fact,

UYING A PONY —da scaled-down version 
of a cowboy’s horse—is the dream of 
many a little boy. For his elders, a pony may 
be a nostalgic reminder of the nation’s past 
when the horse was a prime means of travel. 
But the horse has become a luxury. More 
persons can afford ponies; the upkeep of a 
pony costs less than one-fifth of the amount 
required for a full-sized horse. 
The Shetland pony, introduced to Ameri- 
ca in 1880, was widely used until the mid- 
twenties. After World War Il, when people 
began moving to suburbs, the Shetland again 
became popular. At fairs, pony shows began 
to rival the traditional horse shows. Prices 
for breeding stock climbed to a high of $85,000 
and most registered animals were selling for 
$800 to $1000. 


T a sale in Macon, Missouri, where these 
photos were taken, it was evident that 
while sales are big, the boom is leveling off. 
With more and more breeders in the business, 
demand no longer exceeds the supply. Prices 
for top breeding stock remained high, but 
ordinary registered ponies sold for $300 to 
$700 each. Grade (unregistered) colts went 
for $100 to $200. 

Selective breeding in recent years has 
transformed the Shetland from a shaggy, 
diminutive draft horse to a sleek miniature of 
a saddle horse. The ponies are natives of the 
the cold, bleak Shetland Islands north of Scot- 
land where climate and scanty forage dwarfed 
the primitive stock. Breeding has kept the 
Shetlands height to about 42 inches, witlr a 
46-inch maximum allowed for registry books.

EETING “under the shadow of the recent sum- 
mit failure,” the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil last week heard the world’s two super - powers — 
the United States and the Soviet Union — assail 
each other in terms only slightly less sharp than 
the harshest of Cold War language. On the faces 
of the rival spokesmen could be read the bitterness 
and mutual distrust that again has come to the 
surface. But also seated at the table were serious- 
faced men representing smaller nations — nations 
determined to exert their influence in efforts to ease 
the antagonisms and get big- power negotiations 
back on the track. 
The mood of the smaller powers was voiced by 
Sir Claude Corea of Ceylon, Security Council presi- 
dent for May. He pointed out that members were 
gathered “under the shadow of the failure of the 
recent summit meeting.” Then he urged the Coun- 
cil “to conduct its discussions in such a manner as 
will enable it to pave the way to an early resump- 
tion of international negotiation in this Council, 
within the United Nations, or outside, in a renewed 
spirit of good will.” 
The Security Council had been called into 


emergency session to deal with Soviet demands 
that erica’s U-2 reconnaissance rg be con- 
demned as “aggressive acts.” Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei A. Gromyko accused President Eisen- 
hower of “perfidy” comparable to that of Japa-- 
nese diplomats in a prior to the sneak 
attack on Pearl Harbor. Gromyko asked rhetori- 
cally how Americans would react if a Russian plane 
were shot down over Chicago, Detroit or San 
Francisco. 

Henry Cabot Lodge, speaking for the United 
States, retorted by charging the Soviets with prac- 
ticing double standards: Having “thousands of spies 
and subversive agents everywhere while protesting 
one single, harmless observation flight” —of the 
U-2, downed within Russia on May 1. He pointed 
out that U-2 missions already had been discon- 
tinued and would not be resumed. 

As the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. berated each other, 
the smaller nations seemed far more concerned 
about such issues as nuclear test controls and dis- 
armament than about which of the super - powers 
could make the most convincing arguments about 
the other's spying activities. |

In Chile, more than 1000 persons were killed, 800 were missing and 1600 


. injured in the heavy earth shocks, landslides and tidal waves. Some 10,000 


miles away in Northern Japan, 10 communities were inundated and more 
than 85 persons were killed as wave after wave— some 20 feet high — beat 
at the Honshu coastline. At least 150,000 persons were left homeless. 
In Hawaii, 12-foot waves rushed into the lobbies of plush hotels along 
Honolulu’s Waikiki Beach. Residents and tourists, given a three-hour warning, 
Hilo, the second largest city in the Islands, was -hardest hit by 
the waves which surged in with the roar of a freight train. Hawaiian officials 
estimated 33 dead and damage at $50,000,000—twice the amount caused

by tidal waves that hit the Islands in 1946 after an Alaskan earthquake. 

Eight - foot waves rolled over lowlands in Okinawa, leaving at least three 
dead, hundreds of acres of rice paddies flooded and thousands homeless. 
At least three provinces in the Philippines reported towns flooded, but there 
were no immediate reports of casualties. The waves, some traveling at 
more than 450 miles an hour, also swept the coast of northeastern New Zealand. 

Along the west coast of North America, waves damaged boats and docks 
in the Los Angeles area and swept water three miles inland at Crescent City, 
Calif. A 15-foot wave hit Montague Island, south of Anchorage, Alaska. 

Seismologists say the tidal waves—more properly called seismic sea 
waves—were probably caused ‘by sediment falling from the Chilean coastal 
shelf to the ocean bottom during the earthquakes. 

The most severe earthquake ever measured—at Assam, India, in 1950— 
registered 8.6 on the Richter Magnitude Scale. Readings up to 8.25 were 
recorded during the recent Chilean quakes.

starts at the end of the expressways downtown viaduct (6) and will 

continue five,miles northwest, to Davison avenue. It will give the North 

St. Louis highway a capacity of five lanes in the direction of heaviest 
rush - hour traffic flow. 

The view in the photo above is southeast from Seventh street and 
Cass avenue. In the distant ba , at upper center, is a peak of 
the superstructure of Veterans Bridge. The photo encompasses the in- 
terchange of the reversible lanes with an overpass carrying a relocated 
part of Broadway over the Mark Twain. During the morning rush hour, 
the center ramp (3) will carry ‘eastbound traffic from the reversible 
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roadway into the overpass. In the evening rush hour, when the reversi- 
ble road is handling westbound traffic, the ramp will serve as an 
entrance from Broadway. 


The three expressway lanes at far left (1) carry westbound traffic 


only, while those at right (4) are only for eastbound traffic. The ramp 
at right (5) provides a two-lane exit into Sixth street, which ends at the 
expressway. As the ramp leaves the expressway, the eastbound section 
narrows from three to two lanes for a short distance. 


Besides the Broadway interchange, there will be five other exit- 


entrances for the reversible lanes: At the end of the downtown viaduct, 
at Seventh street, at Kingshighway, at Union boulevard and at the con- 
nection of the lanes with the rest of the Mark Twain at Davison avenue. 
Access to the reversible lanes at all points will be controlled by gates.

The lanes will be patrolled to clear vehicles before traffic is reversed. 

The reversible strip is one of the first so designed in the nation. 
It is feasible because traffic studies showed that a heavy volume of 
vehicles would enter and leave the Mark Twain at only a few points, 
thus permitting the reversible feature with a minimum of exits and 
entrances. Myer Ableman, Missouri Highway Department chief engi- 
neer for the St. Louis urban area, says traffic patterns do not warrant 
similar installations on the other new freeways being planned here. 

Motorists will not be able to use the reversible lanes until comple- 
tion of the final four - mile section of the Mark Twain, from Branch street 
west to Davison. When this construction is finished in the early sum- 
mer of 1961, the $75,000,000 expressway will extend 20 miles from Third 
street and Washington avenue to the Missouri River at St. Charles.

Ozark- Style Chicken with Special Dumplings 


By MERNA LAZIER 


ZARK-STYLE chicken and flat-rolled 

dumplings covered with cream - broth 
flavored with celery and parsley is the fa- 
vorite dish of Mrs. Elizabeth Jeude Kelley 
of Richmond Heights. 

Mrs. Kelley starts the dish by cutting a 
fat stewing hen into serving pieces and 
placing them in a heavy pot to saute until 
brown. This renders the excess fat. After 


the browning, celery pieces and bouquet of © 


parsley are added to the pot along .with 
salt, pepper, monosodium glutamate and 
enough water to cover. Pot is covered and 
chicken simmered for two or more hours, 
or until tender as desired. | 

A cupful of the broth, including some 


floating fat, is removed for the liquid in 
making the dumplings. They are made by 
mixing flour, salt and baking powder to- 
gether and stirring in the broth after it has 
cooled. Dough should be quite firm and is 


rolled out paper thin, cut into inch- wide . 


strips and again crosswise into diamond 
shapes. They are dropped into simmering 
hot broth, from which chicken has been 
removed; the broth should be slightly 
thickened with flour. After dumplings have 
cooked about 10 minutes, a cupful of cream 
is carefully stirred in and the cooking is 
continued 10 minutes more. The chicken 
pieces are arranged on a platter with 
dumplings covered with cream-broth.

A great hero has some comments for Memorial Day 


SGT. YORK 


1960: His mustache now white, Sgt. York—a signature 
he still uses—recalls war: “There’s lots of dying. . .”’

N A COLD, WET DAY in France 41 years ago, Sgt. 
O Alvin C. York became the nation’s great hero of 
World War I. In a one-man raid, he killed 25 Ger- 
mans, marched 125 more—at rifle point —back to the 
U.S. lines. 

Today Sgt. York, paralyzed by a stroke suffered six 
years ago, is bed-ridden in his mountain farm home in 
Pall Mall, Tenn. He suffers also from financial troubles 
that began with the success of his 1941 movie biogra- 
phy, Sgt. York. Without paying taxes on it, he donated 
part of his proceeds from the film to build a school 
near his home. Now the Government wants $85,442 
back taxes on the money. But the 72-year-old York, 
who lives on a $60-a-month disability pension, plus 
the $10 a month for winning the Medal of Honor, will 
never be able to pay this bill. 

Sgt. York was recently visited by PARADE at his 
home, where he lives with his wife, Gracie, and two of 
their seven children. Here are some of his comments. 


HEROES I've heard that they've been talking about 
me right smart over the television and radio—congressmen, 
senators and all that—but I haven't paid much attention to 
it. The people haven’t forgotten me. I get lots of letters all 
the time, even now. 


RELIGION I think people have strayed away from 
the teachings of religion. I think if people would only turn 
back to God, like in the old days, we wouldn't have all this 
trouble and strife in the world. I’m a great believer in the 
Ten Commandments and the Golden Rule, especially the 
Golden Rule. “Do unto others as you would have them do 
unto you” is the way I’ve tried to live all my life. 


WAR I've.always been a great one to take care of myself 
and avoid any trouble with whatever I've been up against — 
a machine-gun nest.or anything else. When you're in a war, 
you've got to obey. Uncle Sam told me what to do, and I 
had to obey him or get into trouble. I didn’t take any pride 
in the thing that got me the Congressional Medal, the kill- 
ing, I mean. 

I’ve got a whole bunch of medals, French and Italian ones. 
I’m proud of them all. But I wasn’t proud of the killing. I 
never was. I just did it because I was in the Army and I 
had to obey orders, or go to the guardhouse. 


PEACE You know, World War I was fought to end 
all wars. So was World War II. And I suppose they'll say 
that about World War III, if it ever comes. But everybody 
wants peace, wants it real bad. What’s the answer? I sure 
don’t know. I know war doesn’t make any sense, and it sure 
doesn’t end wars, either. People ought to have the sense to 
get along with each other. But the people didn’t learn any 
lesson from World War I. They should have learned that 
ordinary people never gain anything from war. 

Yet, you know, people would like to forget all about war 
nowdays, but they feel if they've got to have it, have it and 
get it over with. I don’t think they'll dare use those H-bombs. 
They'll have to outlaw them because they're too terrible tc 
even talk about. 


TEENAGERS Why, if the teenagers would come 
out against war and say they want peace, then maybe we'd 
get it. I believe this cold war proposition may get hotter after 
a while. I'd ask all the young people today to try to stop it 
from getting hotter. The teenagers should exercise all their 
strength to prevent a hot war. They're the ones who'll have 
to do the fighting and the dying—and there’s lots of dying 
to it. So, the teenagers had better stop war, or get ready for it. 


‘TENNESSEE HILLS. [like it here. I couldn't 
ever like anywhere else. | was born and raised here. This is 
my home and it’s always been. Gracie, my wife, she was 
raised here in Fentress County, too. All our kinfolk call 
Fentress County home. 

As I said, I was born here, and I'll die, here. No, sir, they 
won't take me to Arlington [National Cemetery].

NE OF THE MOST popular signs sold by novelty 
manufacturers nowadays to bars, diners and 
lunchrooms reads: Vacation to me is no problem. My 
wife tells me where to go and my boss tells me when. 
The reason this sign sells so well is that it purports 
to sum up the resigned, laissez-faire attitude of many 
Americans on the problem of vacations. 

Make no mistake about it. Vacations and all they 
entail can be problems. As leisure time increases and 
transportation media multiply, travel becomes more 
complex. 

Where and how to go, what to wear, how much to 
spend, what to do when they get there—these are 
questions that confront 90 to 120 million vacationing 
Americans each year. Sometimes these questions be- 
come so formidable people prefer to stay home rather 
than solve them. A vacation becomes too much trouble. 

To help vacationers PARADE has gone to the ex- 
perts: The National Park Service, the Reclamation 
Bureau, travel agencies, tourist bureaus, vacation pack- 
agers, bus, air and steamship lines, with one overall 
question: “What makes a good vacation?” 

Although the experts were quick to point out that 
a different answer exists for every vacationer, they 
generally agreed upon the following tips: 


1 Plan ahead. “Look before you leap when 
traveling,” warns Joseph Horan, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Travel Organizations, “or your 
vacation can end up a frustrating disappointment. You 
arrive in a crowded city where all acc odations 
are filled, and the result is that you’re unhappy, your 
family is unhappy and it costs you twice as much as 


Unless you have the temperament of a gypsy and 
the wallet of a millionaire, your vacation should not 
be haphazard. Decide in advance where you're going, 
how you're going and approximately how much money 
you want to spend. 

Read about the area you intend to visit. Learn 
something about the range in accommodations. Use 
all available travel and vacation aids. 

One of the best is your local travel agent. His agency 
is usually well stocked with free travel literature. His 
services also are free. He earns his money in commis- 


sions from the transportation and resort businesses. 
His information is contemporary and reliable. 

It is best to be frank with a travel agent. For ex- 
ample, if you're a single secretary and want to vacation 
where you can meet single men, tell him so. There are 
many bachelor tours designed for single men and 
women. There also are “mystery tours” and “surprise 
trips” patronized by unmarried vacationers. 

Miriam Rand, a Beverly Hills travel agent, says: 
“I always operate on the belief that all single girls are 
husband-hunting during vacations. I always tell them 
their best vacation buy is a cruise, where they have a 
captive audience, or a two-week stay in a Northeast 
resort area where there are many men.” 

If you prefer the national parks and forests—and 
many travel experts consider these the best family va- 
cation buys in the country —you should write the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, Washington 25, D.C., for 
vacation pamphlets. The most useful of these are: 

National Forest Vacations, 66 pages, 30 cents. 

Areas Administered by the National Park Service, 
52 pages, 20 cents. 

Camping Facilities in the National Park System, 
24 pages, 15 cents. 

Reclamation’s Recreational Opportunities, a list of 
140 reclamation areas and their recreational facilities, 
15 cents. 

National Park System, Eastern and Western United 
States, two large planning maps, 15 cents each. 

You can obtain similar literature on state parks from 
your state capital. 

After you've decided on a vacation spot, reserve 
your rooms or cabin as early as possible. If you're too 
late this year, make a reservation for next year. 


2 Avoid fatigue. Many people return from 
a vacation needing another one. They ve overdone it. 

Patrice Manahan, editor of Westways, prominent 
motoring publication, says, “A vacation is supposed 
to refresh you, not tire you out. Yet many people come 
back home so frazzled, so worn out that immediately 
they become bait for any infection or virus making the 
rounds. This is particularly true of motorists who go 
on driving-jags of 500 or 600 miles a day.” 

If yours is a motoring vacation, limit your driving 
to 300 or 350 miles a day. “Remember,” cautions one 
motor club official, “that as your daily mileage goes 
up, your safety factcr goes down. The vacationer who 


travels more than 350 miles a day has no time to enjoy 
the sights, no time for the leisurely enjoyment of his 
meals. All he’s doing is covering distance.” 


3 Pace yourself. The difference between a 
veteran traveler and a beginner is that the beginner 
is overly ambitious. He wants to see too much too 
quickly. His vacation becomes a smattering of people 
and places. 

Franz Liszt of Thomas Cook & Sons says: “Give 
yourself time to savor and absorb some of the atmos- 
phere of your vacation site. In these days of jet travel, 
people want to see everything all at once. They want 
to do London and Paris in two days, Switzerland in 
two days, Italy in three, all of Europe in two weeks. 
I always tell such people to take it easy, to pace them- 
selves. A week in London and a week in Paris give a 


tourist a stepping stone to knowledge. It gives him time - 


to read about the place, to ask questions, to wander 
about on his own, to meet people.” 

Says Richard Atkins, American Express Co.: “Gen- 
erally speaking, group travel and conducted tours are 
excellent for the beginning tourist because they are 
well-paced. After one or two such vacations, the trav- 
eler can make trips on his own, specializing in activi- 
ties or areas that interest him the most.” 


Be hs ceniitiin cin: nin Wet Ye 
vacation to be memorable, use it partially as a time 
in which to cultivate some new activity. 

The experts maintain that a vacation is successful 
in the proportion that it removes you from your normal 
routine. If you have a white collar job in which you 
must wear a tie and neatly pressed suit each day, then 
go to a spot like Honolulu. And while you're vacation- 
ing on Waikiki, try something new, like riding a surf- 
board. This adds zest and variety to your holiday. 

One travel expert told parape: “At the start of 
each year I say to myself, “This is the year in which 
you're going to shoot the rapids.’ Or “This is the year 


+ 


in which you're learning to ride horses.’ Then I vaca- 
tion at a resort or a location that features the particu- 
lar activity I want. In that way I use my vacations to 
achieve a fuller life. I recommend my system to every- 
one. It’s most rewarding.” 


5 Don't spend more than you can afford. 

The best vacations are not the most expensive. But the 
worst vacations are definitely those hindered by 
money-strain. You cannot enjoy a vacation when 
you re financially worried about it. Set aside a definite 
sum for your yearly holiday—one that you can afford 
on a cash or credit basis—and then spend it freely. 
Fortunately for Americans, most of our top-flight 
vacation areas like Niagara Falls, the Grand Canyon, 


the Florida beaches, Washington, D.C., New York 


City and the national parks can be seen and enjoyed 
on relatively little money. 

Motoring is acknowledged as the cheapest way of 
taking a family on vacation, but travel agents report 
there are many other ways to vacation on a shoestring. 
One of the best, they suggest, is to visit the sun-belt

states during summer. After April, for example, the 
hotel rates in Miami Beach plummet sharply. In Ari- 
zona, another sunshine state, the hotel rates drop 30 
per cent. In Tucson and Phoenix, apartments can be 
rented for $100 a month. 

By now most vacationers know that jaunts to state 
parks can be accomplished economically. Some offer 
housekeeping accommodations for a family of four at 
a weekly rental cf $20 to $40. 

A week’s vacation in New York City or Washington, 
D.C., is possible on $100 a week; the same is true of 
such. cities as New Orleans and San Francisco. 

A week on a dude ranch in Montana, Wyoming or 
California is possible at $75 a week. 

Every travel agent has a list of bargain vacation 
paradises, which is yours for the asking. Bermuda and 
Jamaica in the summer, a vacation by rail, various 
freighter cruises at $10 a day, numerous study tours, 
bus trips to Mexico, motoring through Canada—these 
are just a few suggested to PARADE. 

By following these five tips, your vacation should

OW DOES a girl win a husband? By tradi- 
H tion, she waits until “the right man 
comes along,” then retreats shyly while he 
woos her, pursues her and finally leads her 
to the altar. 

She's never supposed to woo him—and in 
days gone by, she didn’t have to. Male-domi- 
nated courtship made sense when girls spent 
their time in the parlor and Papa seemed 
happy to pay all the bills. 

But things are different in 1960. 

First of all, there just aren’t enough men 
to go around. Moreover, women now work, 
earn their own money and pay their own bills. 

Women are healthier, wealthier, more nu- 
merous than men — and more anxious to 
get married. 

Yet, although women are allowed equal 
rights in voting and paving taxes, courtship 
remains something for the boys. 

Most of us raise an eyebrow at the idea of 
a woman phoning a man, asking him for a 
date, paving the check, sending him presents 
— and proposing. 

\re things serious? Family life experts, 
noting the 113 American women for. every 
100 American men, predict an increase in 
spinsters—unless the girls go a-wooing. 

“Marriages just wouldn't happen if it were 
left to the men,” says Norman W. Paget, 
executive director of the Family Service 
Agency in San Bernardino, Calif, 

Paget believes women in 1960 should defi- 
nitely court men. 

Further, he’s willing to bet that the result- 
ing marriages will be more successful than 
“women are more 
practical about choosing their mates.” 

He and other experts dip into their bag of 
statistics to buttress their arguments: 


the current average because 


1. Women: outnumber men. Ten years 
ago, for the first time in U.S. history, the 
census showed more women than men. Every 
vear since, the ratio has gone up. Today we 
have 9,706,000 unmarried women against 
8,567,000 unmarried men. Meaning: Men 
are scarcer than women. 


2. Women outlive men. Life insurance 
statisticians estimate the life expectancy of 
modern woman at 73.5 years, 67.1 for mod- 
ern man. They also note that the life expect- 
ancy of bachelors, is even less than that of 


married men. Meaning: Men need more pam- 
pering than women. 


3. Women have more money than men. 
Total holdings of American women include 
66 per cent of all U.S. Savings Bonds, 65 per 
cent of all savings bank accounts, 53 per 
cent of all publicly held stocks. Thanks to 
minimum wage laws, women earn as much 
per hour as men, too. Meaning: Women can

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afford courtship costs more easily than men. 

Yet tradition dies hard—and some experts 

want to keep it alive. Cultural anthropologist 

Rhoda Metraux of New York, for ex- 
ample, is firmly against the idea that women 
court men. She says courtship is “a male 
prerogative,” and argues that women should 
support male rights “in the special relation- © 
ship of courting—at least until the men ask 
for a change.” 

Some men, especially younger men, al- 
ready have asked for a change. The teen-age 
habit of “going steady” is evidence that court- 
ing tradition is shifting, says Mrs. Madeleine 
H. Fahey, executive director of the Family 
Counseling Service of Paterson, N.J. 

This may be news to the teenagers, who 
aren't quite sure who should court whom. 
One 16-year-old boy itemized the expenses 
of an average date, including $1 for pizza and 

2 apiece for a movie, and explained: 

“It isn’t fair if girls don’t pay for anything. 
I don’t mean they should pay for the boys. 
But going Dutch is okay.” 


Alms and the Men 


Many older bachelors, however, are upset 
at the prospect of letting women ask them 
for dates and pick up the check. Movie star 
Tab Hunter, 28 and single, summed it up as 
“pretty frightening.” 

“Sure, it’s nice if a girl lets you know she’s 
interested. A guy likes to know where he 
stands,” said Tab. “But I'd just be embar- 
rassed if a girl gave me presents or tried to 
pay for a date.” 

In general, bachelors questioned by 
PARADE said they would accept gifts from 
women only on special occasions like birth- 
days or Christmas. They approved the sharing 
of expenses only for engaged couples. Several 
made the comment that “women are the 
weaker sex and should be treated as such.” 

How do the women feel about courting? 
Out loud, few women will ever admit that 
they want to do the wooing. But in girl talk, 
they make no bones about it. 

“Of course we want to court men,” ex- 
plained one girl, adding slyly: “We've been 
doing it all along—but with our own weap- 
ons: pretty dresses, make-up, new hairdos, 
perfume and home-cooked meals. 

“If we have to chase a man, we do. That's 
how a girl gets married.” 

And that’s exactly what bothers famed an- 
thropologist Margaret Mead of the American 
Museum of Natural History. Dr. Mead warns: 

“There’s a real danger to the structure of 
our society when girls take too much initiative 
in courtship. Today's girls are so afraid they 
won't get married that they're pressing the 
boys into matrimony — and that’s unwise. 
Women are better off when men have the 
responsibility and initiative.”

PEORIA, ILL. 
A little more than a year ago, Margaret Duf- 
field, 33, of nearby Ladd, suffered a paralyz- 
ing stroke. Had she been like thousands of 
stroke victims before her, life afterwards 
would have been a creeping, almost meaning- 
less existence. 

But today Margaret Duffield is busily car- 
ing for her husband and four children. 
Helped by a modern medical wonder, she has 
finally transformed pain and anguish into 
happiness and satisfaction. 

In recording her case for almost two years, 
PARADE has charted the exciting story 
of modern rehabilitation — “come-back-to-life 
care,” it might be called—which has swept 
the U.S. since the end of World War II. 

Today, hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
cans from infancy to age 100, suffering from 
heart trouble, arthritis, injuries, polio and a 
dozen and one other disorders, are being 
helped to live once again by treatment in the 
nation’s “rehab” facilities. 

In October, 1958, after giving birth to her 
fourth son, Mrs. Dufheld suffered a stroke, 
a rare aftermath resulting from a blood clot 
or a burst blood vessel in the brain. 

After emerging from a month-long period 
of coma, she was admitted to the Forest Park 
Home, where physiotherapy was begun in the 
Institute of Physical Medicine and Rehabili- 
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She fought her way

tation here in Peoria. Examination showed 
she could hardly talk or hear. Paralyzed on 
her right side, she teetered at the edge of life. 

Under the direction of the attending phy- 
sician and the physical medicine. specialist, 
her rehabilitation program swung into action. 
This included speech therapy, braces to cor- 
rect deformity, massages and exercises to pre- 
vent muscle tightness—all this before Mrs. 
Duffield would try to walk again. 

The Institute is able to provide such in- 
tensive therapy because of the all-out support 
it receives from a unique local philanthropy, 
the Forest Park Foundation. This is run by 
local Peorians who have allowed nothing to 
prevent their dream of a model rehab center 
from becoming a reality. 


Her First Step 


On the day Mrs. Duffield took her first 
step, PARADE was on hand. 

“I was quite frightened,” she admits can- 
didly. “I was afraid of being hurt. But I guess 
deep down I never gave up—and I won't 
ever.” 

It did hurt when she tried to walk, and 
there were tears. But she kept at it tena- 
ciously, doggedly. 

As she gained confidence and stamina, her 
activities were increased. There was her 
wheelchair, with a lapboard to keep her in an 
erect sitting position, splints on her right 
hand and leg. Then she teeter-tottered on a

tilt table to stimulate reflexes. Every day, over 
and over, there were exercises, baths, little 
tasks to perform to re-educate the muscles on 
her right side so they might work again. And 
there were ‘little tasks for her left hand— 
combing hair, eating, drawing—to get it ac- 
customed to added duties. 

Progress was slow but sure, as often is the 
case in rehab. And perseverance and drive 
won out for Margaret Duffield. 

Since last June she has been at home with 
her machinist-husband, Lloyd, and their four 
youngsters (see photo at right). Mrs. Duf- 
held still has some disability on her right side 
but she can do her own housework, cook, 
make beds, dust, feed the baby and fix. din- 
ner. For some of these chores, she needs help. 

Gradually strength is returning to her right 
side although at times she still uses her wheel- 
chair and arm and leg braces. 

But more important, Margaret Dufheld is 
at home with her loved ones, performing 
many tasks of a wife and mother. 

She returns periodically to the Institute 
for checkups. “I look forward to continued 
improvement,” she says, “although I don’t 
think I'll ever be perfectly well. 

“So Till learn to live with this thing. 
There’s lots to live for.” 

From a point close to death to renewed 
hope and vigor—that is the story of rehabili- 
tation in America today. And it is Margaret 
Dufheld’s story, too.

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Westerns Violent? Shakespeare 
More Bloody, Says Lorne Greene

NEW YORK, May 28. 

r: JUST POSSIBLE that people like me 

are becoming an anachronism in the 
“modern age." I'm only 44, but I'm old 
enough to remember some of the basic 
principles of living that were generally 
regarded as essential to the bringing-up of 
a child when | was a boy. You remember 
some of them: honesty, decency, responsi- 
bility to others, love and respect for your 
father and mother, belief in your God and 
your country. It seems to me that these 
things have been sidetracked somewhere in 
the years since | grew up in Ottawa. 

lt was this deep concern for what | see 
happening to our children—a decay which 
expresses itself in the form otf contempt 
and disrespect for authority—which excited 


me at the prospect of playing the part of 
Ben Cartwright in “Bonanza’’ (KSD-TV, 6:30 
p.m. Saturdays). As the father of three 
strong and self-willed sons, living with him 
on a big cattle ranch outside Virginia City, 
Ben Cartwright has the responsibility of 
raising three boys to be fine men. 

# all our responsibilities as adults, | 
consider parenthood to be the most pro- 
found and all-embracing. Unlike many other 
TV “parents,” Ben is the kind of man who 
takes this responsibility very seriously—and 
has the loyalty, strength and wisdom to back 
it up. He makes mistakes, sure; he loses his 
temper without reason, sometimes, but he 
has the grace to admit it. The sons grow up 
believing in themselves because he believes 
in himsetf, and in them. 


OF COURSE, | didn't take the role just 
to get a free course in parent counseling. 
After a long but rather heterogeneous 
career that took me from chemical engi- 
neering to radio announcing to Shakespeare 
to clock-manufacturing, | naturally not only 
welcomed the change but the steady in- 
come. As you might expect, | came in for 
my share of ribbing from a few of my old 
friends who had known me for many years 
as a dignified announcer for the CBC 
(Canadian Broadcasting Co.), and as a 
Shakespearean actor in roles such as Brutus 
in “Julius Caesar" and Claudius in “Ham- 
let" at the Stratford Shakespeare Festival. 

From “Taming of the Shrew" to the tam- 
ing of the West, they said snidely, was 
quite a switch. After playing opposite 
Katharine Corneil in the Broadway produc- 
tion of “The Prescott Proposal,” how did | 
like co-starring with 285-pound Dan Blocker? 


MY ANSWER WAS straight-faced and 
sincere. | told them that Westerns aren't 
that far-removed from Shakespeare anyway. 
In terms of violence alone—a chief com- 
plaint againsi Westerns—Shakespeare racks 
up more murder and pillage per square 
foot than the bloodiest oater. The basic 
conflicts—good against evil, the flesh 
against the spirit, father against son, brother 
against brother, one family against an- 


- 


other—are really the same. On "Bonanza™ 
| get the same chance to run the gamut 
from rage to ecstasy, sadness to exultation 
as | ever did in “Hamlet.” | just say 
"Where are ya?" instead of ‘Wherefore 
art thou?" 

Incidentally, Shakespeare's staging was 
the forerunner of modern camera tech- 
niques: short scenes, segues, blends and 
fast cuts. And, of course, the TV stock in 
trade—the close-up, as used in Hamlet's 
soliloquy. He used the fast panorama in 
“Henry V" and sponsors would have -loved 
his way of ending his big scenes in rhym- 
ing couplets—a perfect lead-in to a com- 
mercial. He would have made a fortune 
writing for TV and he would have loved 
doing it. I'm trying my best, in acting, to 
do the same thing. 

ANOTHER REASON | quit announcing— 
against the advice of all my friends—to get 
on a horse was a refreshing one. The pro-

ducer of "Bonanza," David Dortort, reas- 
sured me in our initial conversations about 
the series that this would be one Western 
that wouldn't glorify the gunslinger. From 
my reading of Western history, | knew 
perfectly well that the gunslingers were 
almost invariably nothing but murderous 
mercenaries hired by silver and land barons 
to keep out settlers. | knew also that the 
men who shaped the West were men of 
power and dedication—and not the dim- 
witted, gun-happy delinquents one would 
imagine a watching TV. 

If “Bonanza's" modest success as a series 
means anything, | hope it means that the 
public has found something genuine to 
bite into—the story of a father trying to 
best to bring up three fine sons, against a 
background of believable and exciting his- 
tory. That's the reason | went into it. | 
hope the public feels the same way about 
watching it.

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TV Specials Insult American 


Mentality, Says Richard Boone

NEW YORK, May 28 
NG PECIALS? The only thing special about 
most of the specials we've seen so 
far this season is the nerve of the people 
who put them on. All the publicity, all the 
hoopla, and what do you get—a 25-year- 
old movie.” 

These words were being bitten off by 
Richard Boone, the craggy-faced star of 
CBS-TV's “Have Gun, Will Travel." He has 
no particular ax to grind against specials. 
His show has little fear of competition, 
rating-wise, and he personally is in constant 
demand for specials. His blast was simply 
in the nature of an actor's observations on 
one facet of the TV scene. 

"In the last couple of years," Boone said, 
“the American public has voiced its 
tastes in a way which makes me respect it 
so much more. All these people who hand 
you that malarkey about today's average 
viewers having the mentality level of 4-year- 
olds are talking through their gray flannel 
hats. This theory probably was never true 
at any time, and it's certainly not true of 
our present-day audiences. 


"IT'S ASTONISHING the number of 
people | meet who can talk quite intelli- 
gently about my series, or TV in general. 
They put their , Secs right on it, bring up 
points that really make sense. Granted, 
there's always going to be an element of 
viewers who lack discernment, the kind who 
sit there and stare at the TV set 18 straight 
hours a day, but don’t kid yourself, the 
general public knows." 

Boone was quick to emphasize that not 
all specials are targets of his wrath. "There 
are a few,” he said, “that have something 
new to say. Like that last one | happened to 
do for ‘Playhouse 90,'" he said with a sly 
smile. “The one called. ‘Tomorrow,’ by 
Faulkner. | came away feeling pretty good 
about that one.” 

“Have Gun, Will Travel” has been riding 
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high for three years now. Is Boone tired of 
playing the suave, Shakespeare-quoting 
Paladin? He smiled: "Tired? No, Paladin's 
quite a character. | think we'll get through 
the first five years without any boredom. 
We've just finished three years. I'll do the 
fourth and fifth, then that will be that, as 
far as I'm concerned. By whose choice? 
Mine. There's no friction or anything. Every- 
body, including CBS, has been just great. 
No complaints at all, believe me. | want to 
get into some other things and have time 
to do them.” 

The series, according to Boone, probably 
will continue after he leaves, with a succes- 
sor to Paladin being written into the script. 
Meanwhile; Boone squeezes in an outside 
assignment whenever time permits. 

"It's important,” he said, "to do as much 
as you can. It's not the exposure, primarily, 
although that's part of it, but the fact that 
you want to keep developing as an actor. 
You never quit learning, you know..: Also, 
you want the public to think of you as an 
actor, rather than a character, such as a 
doctor, or cowboy.”
